Sabah reviews Gulf

Bahrain, a country with which' 


Redman said the US has a “very 
good relationship.” 

“It's been working very wdL 
and both sides express e d their 
satisfaction with it and want this 
co-operation to continue in the 
region,” he said. 

During a working breakfast 
meeting with Egyptian Foreigs 
Mmister Esmat Abdd Meg^, 
Shultz discussed the Middle East 
peace process and recent 
developments and contacts both 
men have had.

Shultz reads as follows;

“With Its accession to the 
treaty today, Saudi Arabia is 
strengthening the global non- 
proliferation regime and demon- 
strating its peaceful intentions in 
thereon.

and hope that all states which 
have not yet joined will decide to 
do so.” 

Asked if the US is exertii^ any 
pressure on Israel, the only state 
m the reffon that has not acceded 
to the NPT. Redman said the 
position by the US is universal. 
“We encourage all countries to 
join,” he said.

Egypt raps 
Israel’s use 
of plastic 
bullets 

CAIRO. Oct 4. (Agencies): 
Egypt accused IsmI t^ay of 
>noIating international conven- 
tions and human ri^its by using 
plastic bullets lo queU Palestin- 
ian demonstrations in oocupM 
Arab lands. 

Already, the United States and 
Britain sharply rebuked Israel 
for using the btUlets, which the 
Israelis say are non-leihaJ. 
Officials of the United Nations 
have blamed the new ammuni- 
tion for soaring numbers of 
recent Arab casualties. 

The Egyptian oitidsm came 
from Butros Ghali, Minister of 
State for Foreign Affairs. 

“Egypt is extremely concerned 
about the deterioration of the 
situation in the occupied 
territories and the increase in the 
number of Palestinian victims as 
a result of the use of plastic 
bullets by Israeli troops.” Gbah' 
told reporters. 

Violation 

“These actions are against the 
Geneva conventions arm rales of 
international law and are con- 
sidered a blatant violation of the 
most simple of human rights for 
Palestinians,' like freedom and 
dignity and self-determination.” 
Gh^ spoke to rq>orters afler 
meeting with Bernard Mills, 
head ofthe UN Relief and Works 
Administration in the Israeli- 
occupied Gaza Strip. The 
UNRWA is a relief agency for 
Palestinians. 

Tbe Israeli Army introduced 
the plastic bullet into the 
occupied territories in August 
They were to enable soldiers to 
incapadtate without Idfimg 
pie throwing stones, while stay- 
ing far enough away from the 
stone-throwers not to be hanned 
themselves. 

Israeli troops shot and woun- 
ded 22 Palestinians during a 
strike called by the underground 
lexers ofa K^month-old upris- 
ing to protest against Isis's, 
closure of school and univer-' 
sities in occupied territories. 
Arrest 

Military sources said Irrops ' 
wou^ed at least 1 5 Palestinians 
in the West yesterdayi mos- 

tly during searoh and arrest 
operations in Zeita, Roujeeb, 
Tulkarem, Beit Rima. and the 
Dheisheh and Jenin refugee 
camps. 

Troops detained Palestinian 
activists to prevent an outbreak 
of violence during the general 
strike called in jjrotest at the 
extended closure of West Bank 
schools until Nov 1 5.

HYDERABAD, <5ct .4, (A^- 
des): A magistrate was gunbed 
downat bis home today as ethnic 
violence increased in Hydera- 
bad, a government ofiidal said. 

At taist 270 people have been 
killed in tbe southern dty and the 
country’s largest dty, Karachi, 
in five days of bloody clashes 
between Indian immigrants 
called Mohajirs and SindU. 
separatists seeking independence 
for the southern Smd province. 

Najib' Piradia, deputy-com- 
misrioner of Hyderabad, said a 
Kndhi magistrate was waiting 
fora taxi when an identified gun- 
man opened fire. 

Arrested 

Meanwhile, police have 
detained about 150 people in 
their investigation of the 
bloodiest ethnic violence in the 
country's history, the official 
Pakistan Times rqroited. 

The newspaper said foreign 
nationals were among those 
arrested, but they were not iden- 
tified. 

Last Friday, gunmen in about 
10 vehicles grayed Hyderabad 
bomes, marketplaces, offices and 
schools, killing 148 people, 
according lo offidal figures. The 
majority of the dead were 
Mohajirs. Retaliatory rioting in 
Karachi, 100 nules (160 
kilometres) to the south, has 
killed about 60, mostly Sindhis.

KUWATT. Oct 4, (Agencies): 
Kuwait, one of the world’s lar- 
gest in>«stors, is likely to review 
Its British investment strategy 
after Britain’s shock demand 
that A. sell more than half its 
shares in British Petroleum Co. 
PIG, bankers said today. 

The move could also lead the 
hKuwait-based Kuwait Invest- 
ment Authority (KIA) to exert 
more control over its semi- 
autonomous London-based 
European arm, the Kuwait 
Investment Office (KIO), they 
added. 

'‘- 'KIO built up a 21.6 per cent 
stake in BP> Britaln’&larsest finn 
and tbe world’s third faugest oil 
giant, is a swoop on world stock 
markds foUowug last October's 
crash. 

Shock 

But alter an investigation by 
the Monopolies and Mergers 
CominisaioD (MMC^ found a 
conflict of interest, Britain today 
gave KIO one year to cut its 
bolding to 9.9 per cent. 

“Kuwait’s initial reaction is to 
be extremely disratisfied with die 
way in which the MMC has rea- 
ch^ its conclusions.” KIO said 
in London. 

Reaaaeaaed 

KIA was not immediately 
available for comment but ban- 
kers and economists in Kuwait 
said tbe decirioD came Bsashock. 

Kuwait, a member of the 
Organisation of Petroleum 
Exerting Countries (OPEC), 
has repeatedly denied it intend^ 
to sway BP poh^, cal^g tbe 
investment purely finanriai 

The BP stake, worth some £3 
bQllon (S5.(9 li^on), was the 
largest single overseas equity 
investment ever by Kuwait, 
which commands an inter- 
national portfolio worth some 
SSOl^on. 

iUO's assumption that British 
equity was entirely open to 
foreign investment would have 
to be reassessed. “This will shake 
Um KIO's confidence in tbe Brit- 
ish market and force a reap- 
fuaisal,” said one senior banker. 

Briti^ press rqrorts put the 


KIO’s holdings in Britain at 
some S16 billion. Only yesterday 
it disclosed it had built tro a 5.1 
per cent share in Midland Bank, 
Britain's fourth biggest commer- 
cial bank. 

The bankers said they expec- 
ted the KIO to press for max- 
imum flexibiliQ' in selling the 
shiun, whose price had fallen 
five pence (eight cents) by mid- 
morning to £2.32 (S3.93). 

Even so, die KIO stoed to lose 
millions of pounds in what 
amounted to a forced liquida- 
tion. 

The Kuwaiti government 
issued a statement through Its 
London law firm rebutting 
“speculation that the govern- 
ment of Kuwait will operate 
against tbe public interest when 
the Kuwaitis have always said 
they wouldn't” 

John Jefirey of tbe Kuwaitis' 
law firm, Stephenson Harwood, 
said: “As far as we can see, the 
oonclusioa of the MMC report is 
based on complete speculation.” 

Wefcomed 

British ' Petroleum chairman 
Sir Walters welcomed the 
decisioD, saying it removed “the 
uncertain^ wludb has been sudi 
a negative factor for BP.” 

The Monopolies Commission 
said it carefully considezed the 
Kuwait Investment Oftice’s 
unsolicited move in August to 
sign I^ally binding documents 
pledging to limit its BP stake to 
21.68 pa cent and to exercise 
voting ri^ls only in relation to 
14.9 per cent of bolding. 

The Kuwaiti office also pled- 
ged not to use tbe bok&g to

The commission decided those 
commitments would not remove 
tbe office’s abih'ty to influence 
BP’S policies and “the overall size 
of the shareholding would con- ' 
tinue to mve cause forcoDcern.”

Syria committed to Lebanese unity 


Gemayel’s forces surrender to Geagea 


BEIRUT, Oct 4, (Agencies): 
Former President Amin 
Gemayel’s private army surren- 
dered to rightwing mifitia chief 
Samir Geagea consolidating 
Geajgea's control of Lebanon’s 
Christian enclave, police repor- 
ted today. 

A police spokesman said 
Gemayel’s 3.500 supporters 
“peacefully surrender^’ their 
four barracks in the Christian- 
controlled area northeast of 
Beirut to Geagea's men late yes- 
terday. 

Move 

He said Ceagea’s Lebanese 
Forces militia allowed Gemayel 
to maintain about 30 
bodyguards to protect his 
residence in Ea^ Beirut’s Chris-; 
tian distrust of Sm El-^ and the 
Gemayel family mansion in the 
mountain resort of Bikfaya. 

The move followed a threat 


from Geagea'to Gemayel's men 
to surren^ or face attack from 
6,000-strong Lebanese For- 
ces militia, said the spokesman. 

A Lebanese Forces spokes- 
man confirmed the report, des- 
cribing the move as a “bloodies 
operation.” 

Gemayel's followers have 
“joined tbe Lebanese Forces. 
The Christian force is now 
unified under the Lebanese For- 
ces command,” said tbe spokes- 
man, who refused lobe nmned. 

Syrian forces and allied leftist 
and Mnslim militiamen ring the 
l.OOO^uare-kilometre Chris- 
tian enclave which is defended by 
the Lebantec Forces and Chris- 
tian units of the Lebanese Army 
numbering about 15,000 men 
commanded by Gen. Michel 
Aoun, Chri^an commander of 
Lebanese Anned Forces. Many 
of Aoun’s men are loyal to 
Gea^. 


' About 18,000 Muslim troops 
of the Lebanese Army are based 
outside tbe Quistian area and 
have pledged allegiance to 
Muslim Pr^ Minister Selim 
Hoss. 

The daily newspaper Ad- 
Diyar, which is bas^ m Chris- 
tian East Beirut, said Geagea’s 
militia now controls Gemayel's 
traditional powerbase in the 
Christian enclave’s northern 
Metn province. 

Meeting 

The move, the paper said, 
“strips the former presideat of 
any political streng^” 

A Christian omdal close to. 
Gemayel said tbe former 
presideat was planning to leave 
Lebanon “shortly for a long 
vacation abroad.”

Singh handed over to US envoy 

There is no substitute 
for freedom, says 
released hostage 


DAMASCUS, Oct 4, (AP): 
Indian professor Mithileshwar 
Sin^, released after 20 months 
as a hostage in Lebanon, said 
today that M was treated well but 
that “there is no substitute for 
freedom.” 

Singh was reunited with his 
wife at the American embassy 
this afternoon and a special US 
Air Force plane landed in 
Damascus to take him to an 
American military hospital in 
'Wiesbaden, West Germany for a 
complete checkup. 

He will then continue to 
Washington, US officials in- 
Damascus said. A Syrian doctor 
checked Singh this afternoon 
and pronounced him fit for 
travel. 

Singh, a 6I-year-old resident 
alien of the United States, was 
fteed in Bemii last night and 
driven to Damascus by Syrian 
Army officers, then turned over 
to the US government before 
reuniting with his wife, Lalmani. 

Obtain 

In New Delhi, a spokesman 
for the Foreign Ministry said the 
Indian government had worked 
to obtain Singh’s release. 

“We've boco in touch with 
groups in Beirut, with the Syrian 
government, with all sorts of 
people,” said the spokesman, 
speaking anonymouriy in line 
with government briefing rules. 
“The eirons of tbe Indian gov-

ernment finally bore fruit.” 

The spokesman said Singh was 
released to the American ambas- 
sador “because of the coni'usion 
that still existed” in the Middle 
E^t about Singh's nationality. 

India has maintained he was 
kidnapped beciuse his abduc- 
tors thought he was an 
American. An American official 
in Damascus said earlier the US 
decided to accept custody 
because Singh had applied for 
American citizenship before 
being abducted. 

Singh, a finance professor at 
Beirut University College, was 
taken hostage on Jan 24. 1987 
along with three American 
professors. 

Singh expressed regret today 
that the Americans were not 
released with him, saying he felt 
“wonderful. Thank God I'm 
free. But I’m very sorry that my 
colleagues and friends are still in 
captivity, I hope they’ll be free 
soon.” 

He spoke at the Syrian Foreign 
Ministry after Mmister of State 
for Foreign AfTairs Nasser Qad- 
dour officially turned hhn over to 
US Ambassador Edward 
Djeijian. 

Missing 

Singh, clean-shaven and 
dressed in a grey suit, was 
brought into the Foreign Minis- 
try in Damascus through a back 
door at about 1 1 am (0800 
GM'p. After a brief chat with 
Djeijian. he appeared before 
dozens of reporters. 

He said the three Americans 
who were kidnapped with him on 
Jan 24 last year were the only 
foreign hostages he saw in cap- 
tivity. Thirteen other foreigners 
are missing in Lebanon. 

Also present at the ceremony 
was Indian Charge d'Affaires B. 
Balakrishnan. The hosl^, who 
had lived most of his life in the 
United States, drove off with 
Dj^ian to the ambassador s 
residence. 

Mrs Singh arrived at 
Djeijian's two-storey villa 
several hours later. She was 
escorted by Syrian officers and 
tbe Indian ebar^ d’affaires. She 
bad travelled from Beirut by 
land. 

Asked about tbe conditions 
during captivity, Singh said: 
“Tbe treatment was better than I 
had expected. But there's no sub- 
stitute to freedom in this world.” 

Singh appeared hesitant to 
talk to reporters about the detaiU 
of his captivity and said after 
answering a few questions:' 
“Please. I’m very tir^ now ... 
respect my feeling of freedom." 

He said the kidnappers 
provided him regularly with ' 
medicine for his chronic 
diabetes. 


Reagan rules out 
talks with captors 


WASHINGTON, Oct 4, (Agen- 
cies): Re^an today again ruled 
out negotiations wi tb the captors 
of nine Americas hostages and 
said liberating them remains a 
“great problem” despite the 
release of an Indian captive. 

Tbe White House, meanwhile, 
said the release of the Indian in 
Beirut was “tempered by the 
knowledge that nine innocent 
Americans” remain hosta^ in 
Lebanon. 

ReagaiL in an exchange with 
reporters, did not explain how 
Singh’s freedom was obtained. 
Buthe rejected any USdealswith 
the captors, belief to be a pro- 
Iranian Islamic group. 

“We’ve done no negotiatingat 
all,” the President said at a pic- 
ture-taking session with 
Republican congressional 


He said trying to secure the 
release of the nine Americans 
held in Lebanon “has been a 
great problem for us and it’s very 
mudi on our minds." 

FretHiom 

In 1985, Reagan secretly 
approv^ US weapons sales to 
Iran in an agreement that was 
supposed to help gain the 
freedom of the captive 
Americans. 

When the plot surfaced in 
1986, it produced the greatest 
uproar in Reagan's ei^t-year 
presidency. 


Earlier, presidential spokes- 
man Bob Hall said White House 
happiness over Singh's release 
was tempered by the continued 
ordeal of the nine American hos- 
ta^. 

“We are obviously happy for 
him. his family and friends,” Hall 
said. But be added: “Our 
pleasure at his release is tem- 
pered by the knowledge that nine 
innocent Americans are amnng 
those still held hostage in 
Lebanon.” 

Hoped 

The State Department's 
ambassador-at-large for counter 
terrorism, Paul Bremer, said he 
hoped Iran or anyone else with 
iniluenoe would try to free the 
Femaining hostages. 

“The Iranian foreign minister 
says that they used their 
influence and we do know that 
this is a group, the Islamic Jihad 
for the Dberation of Palestine. ... 
over which we think Iran has 
some innuence,” he said. 

“So we hope that the next step 
will be that the Iranians and 
anyone else who has iniluerice 
will try to get the remaining hos^ 
tagesout.” he said. 

But Bremer, interviewed oi< 
US television, said: “We have no 
indications at the moment that 
the release of other hostages is 
imminenU” 

He repealed U$ denials that it 
negotiated Singh's release.

land and peace: Jordan 


UNITED NATIONS. Oct 4, 
(Reuter): Jordan said yesterday 
Israel could not have both land 
.and peace and its security would 
not come from occupying terri- 
tory or creating defensible bor- 
ders. 

“It is genuine peace with the 
Arabs that will ensure its future 
and provide it with security.” 
Jordanian Foreign Minister 
Taher Masri said in a speech to 
the General Assembly. 

He called for new thinking by 
the Israeli leadership and its 
acceptance of an international 
peace conference as the only way 
to comprehensive, just and last- 
ing settlement. 

“The pretexts advanced by 
Israel, such as its fear of the pos- 
sibility of bringing upon itself 
international pressures which 


would place its security in dan- 
ger. have no truthful basis since 
one of the key goals of the con- 
ference, is to overcome mutual 
suspidon by guaranteeing the 
security of all. a security that 
neither of thejsarties can achieve 
at the expense of the other. 

Secure 


were essential to its security. 

Israel had created for itself a 
purity impasse by persisting in 
its occupation and attempting to 
subject the Palestinian people by 
force, he added.

Death of Bavarian premier 
strengthens Kohl’s hand 


BONN, Oct 4, (Reuter); The 
death of Bavarian Premier Franz 
Josef Strauss, one of West Ger- 
many's most influential political 
figures, will strengthen Chan- 
cer Helmut Koiu's authority 
in Bonn's governing coalition, 
experts say. 

Strauss's Mlitical career span- 
West Germany's existence 
since 1949. He had stints as 
defence and federal finance mini- 
ster, led the Christiau Social 
Union (CSU) Party for 27 years 
and was premier of his home 
state for 10 years. 

His CSU Puly. exerted a con- 
servative influence on the three- 
party coalition, out of propor- 
tion to its size compared to 
Kohl's more moderate Christian 
Democrats (CDU). 


Kohl could not retain a gover- 
ning majority without the ^U. 
the CDU's Bavarian sister party, 
but Strauss's death yesterday at 
the age of 73 provided Kohl with 
an opportunity to gel a firmer 
on the six-year-old coali- 
tion. 


indecisive leader.

“Franz Josef Strauss was a 
mighty figure.

Experimfint 
with genetically 
altered cells 
recommended 


WASHINGTON. Oci 4, (AP): 
In what could be a major step 
toward gene therapy, a federal 
advisory board recommended 
that researchers be allowed for 
the first thne to inject genetically 
altered cells into human pa tien ts. 

"If this protocol were to work, 
I’d expect that within six to 12 
months there could bea proposal 
to do a gene therapy experi- 
ment,” said Dr William J. Gar- 
tland, the executive secretary of 
the recombinant DNA advisory 
committee to Uie National Ins- 
titutes of Health 


Proposed 


The goal of gene therapy — a 
much more controversial matter 
is to treat a genetic disease by 
repladng a defective or missing 
gene that causes an inherited ill- 
ness. The proposed experiment 
would not be gene therapy but 
would use many ofthe same tech- 
niques. 

The advisory committee yes- 
terday voted 16-S in favour of 
proposal to inject genetically 
altered cells into patients to 
determine how well a certain 
form of cancer therapy is work- 
ing. A so-called marker gene 
would be put into a patient's cells 
in the lab and then placed back 
inside the patient. The 
experiment would not attempt to 
fi^t the cancer but would track 
the genetically altered cells carry- 
ing the alter^ genes. Gartland 
said. 

The experiment would be 
limited to 10 patients, and those 
patients would have life expecta- 
tions of only about 90 days due to 
the advanoement of their cancer, 
he said.

40 feared

Roh, in a major address to the 
National Assembly, also said he 
would keep an election promise 
of letting voters decide on how 
well the government has kept its 
promise of inlroduring drao- 
cra^. But he did not say what 
form the assessment would take. 

The Olympics, which ended 
Sunday, were a major success for 
South Korea and proof of its 
standing as an advanc^ nation, 
Roh said. The success of the 
Games would help provide 
impetus for further progress, be 
said. 

Budget 

“We are ope^g a new chap- 
ter of history in which Korea 
should achieve both unification 
and prosperity and emerge as a 
major player on the world scene 
in uie 2 1 St century,” Roh said. 

Roh, in the four-long nation- 
ally televised speech, announced 
a budget for 1989 of S27 biilion, 
an 11 per cent increase. 

Saying i t was time to overcome 


the problems and divisions of the 
past, Roh called for a major 
effort to complete the task of 
building a democratic system 
and sharing Qie nation's prosp- 
erity. 

Roh stressed his determina- 
tion to end the bitter confronta- 
tion with communist North 
Korea and to seek ways to reun- 
ite the divided peninsiUa. He said 
he would present a new plan 
shortly on ways to build ties with 
the North, but gave no details. 

"Our goal is to build a unified 
country so that the national com- 
munity can prosper and develop 
for ever,” Roh said. 

Roh repieated an offer made in 
July to visit ^ongyang for a 
summit meeting with North 
Korean President Kim II Sung to 
discuss “all pending issues.” 

The two Koreas are to resume 
talks Oct 13 on trying to reduce 
tension, although talks in August 
failed to make any progress. 

The President said be would 
continue to seek contacts with 
the North and would seek 
exchange programmes for 
students and others to help build 
inisL He repeated an earlier 
pledge to abandon previous 
elTorts to isolate North Korea. 



Roh: success 

"I will endeavour to bring 
about a spring of reconciliation 
between the South and the 
North, which have remained in a 
deep freeze for 40 years,” Roh 
said. 

The participation of the Soviet 
Union, China and most other 
communist nations in the Olym- 
pics also provided an opportun- 
ity for Seoul to build ties with the 
communist world that would 
help ease tenrion with the North, 
Roh said. 

Roh said South Korea also 
would cement close ties with the 


United States, Japan and other 
allies. “The Unii^ States is an 
ally with whom we have been 
defending the peace and freedom 
of the Korean peninsula.” he 
said. 

But Roh warned the threat of 
war with the North still existed 
and stressed the need for strong 
defenses. “The security situation 
on the Korean peninsula and in 
northeast remains as grave 
as ever,” he said. 

Troops 

The two Koreas are bitter 
enemies with hundreds of 
thousandsofiroopspoised along 

their border. The North invaded 
the South in 19S0 to start the 
Korean war and most obser^’ers 
see Mule hope of reunification 
under exbting conditions. 

North Korea boycotted the 
Olympics after its demand to co- 
host the Games are rejected. 

Turning to domestic politics. 
Roh pled^ toco-operale with a- 
parliamentary probe into 
corruption and other abuses 
under the.adDunistration of for- 
mer President Cbun Ooo-Hwan. 
He said he wanted the problem 
resolved quickly, but warned 
against seeking revenge against 
Chun.

Viet and Due are joined at the 
pelvis with a smgle pair of 
legs. They have two trunks,

The Oj^ration was expected to 
take at least 12 hours. It star- 
ted this moniing at the Tu Du 
Hospital, using equipment 
and medications simplied by 
the Japanese Red Cross, the 
news agency said. 

Rrst attempt 
The operation was thought to be 
the first time an attempt has 
been made to sep^te twins 
who have been joined for 
almost eight years. 

The deformity has been 
attributed to US government 
use of defoliants during the 
Vietnam war, in the central 
highlands area where Due 
and Viet were bom in 
February 1981. The 
defoliants included agent . 
orange, which contains a 
compound dioxin, known to 
produce birth defects in 
animals.

Skyhawk jets 
grounded in 
Kuala Lumpur 

KUALA LUMPUR, Oct 4, 
(UPF): All American-made A-4 
Skyhawk fighters of the Royal 
Malaysian Air Force have bren 
temporarily grounded following 
the crash of two fighters in less 
than a week, a senior Malaysian 
defence official said today. 

Abang Abu Bakar Mustapfa, 
Deputy Defense Minister, said so 
far five of the 40 refurbished Sky- 
hawks bought in 1984 have cra- 
shed. 

“We have grounded all Skyh- 
awk fighterjets for checks so that 
we can rectify any errors in them 
and resume nomial defense exer- 
cises,” Abang Abu Bakar said. 

He said they have also infor- 
ms Malaysian Prime Minister 
Dr Mahathir Mohamad, curren- 
tly touring the United States, 
about the action to ground the 
aircraft. 

“The Defence Minist^ will 
conduct an independent inquiry 
on the recent crashes,” Abang 
Abu Bakar said. 

He said pilot Captain Mue$ 
Abdul Samad whose plane cra- 
shed into the South ^na Sea 
yeste^y was picked up to safety 
by the Royal Malaysian Nay 
today. 

On Sept 29. another Skyhawk 
disaweared when it also crashed 
into the South China Sea.

Burmese Army hunt for activists 


RANGOON, Oct 4, (UPI): Sol- 
diers swept through downtown 
Rangoon seaicUog for student 
activists today in the second day 
of a government crackdown to 
force people back to work and 
halt weeks of pro-democracy 
strikes, diplomats and witnesses 
said. 

Rangoon Radio said troops 
yesterday killed four people who 
allegedly were looting a gas sta- 
tion in ^e capital's Iliaketa dis- 
trict where demonstrators and 
troops have clashed before. 

A day after the government 
ordered all citizens to rettum to 
work, troops searched the homes 
of student activists, a diplomatic 
source and the fa^y of one 
activist said. The diplomat said 
the number of arrests was not 
dear. 

"Wetold them our brother has 


gone to stay at another person’s 
house, but wedo not know where 
. heis,”onefainilymembersaid. 

Thousands of students who 
led mass demonstrations against 
the military-led government 
have fled their homes. Some have 
gone underground and others 
have made their way to the 
camps of ethnic rebd groups 
near the border with Thailand, 
sources said. 

Workforce 

Bus service resumed with 
4tesel fuel supplied from Army 
stocks, and troops on patrol 
urged workers to return to their 
jobs, diplomat said. Shops and 
markets were open. 

One diplomat estimated about 
80 per cent of the workforce 
returned to work today, the lar- 
gest percentage in more than 
seven weeks of strikes by 


thousands of people demanding 
an Interim government be for- 
med until democratic elections 
could be held. 

Little work, however, 
appeared tobegettingdone. Bur- 
mese and Western observers 
-said. 

At offices of the post office and 
telegraph agency mosi 
employees came in late and left 
early, a mid-level offidaJ said. 
International telephone 
operators apparently were not 
working and no international 
calls could be placed. 

“Appiarently there has been a 
complete breakdown in morale 
at many workplaces,” said a 
diplomat. “The slow pace of 
work will have a negative effect 
on the economy and could 
aggravate the pobtical situation 
again soon.”

MANILA, Oct 4, (UPi;: 
President Corazon Aquino said 
today the arrest of scores of righ- 
tist extremists showed a new plot 
to topple her has lost support tmd 
she expects the capture of coup 
leader Gregorio Honasan “in 
due time." 

Aqiuno in a statement expres- 
sed satisfaction over the capture 
of 73 rightists by the militar y 
capita] command. Among those 
arrested in a month long drive 
called “Operation Pacman" 
were two top aides of Honasan 
— Lieut Cols Eduardo 
MatiUano and Francisco Baula. 

“This goes to show that these 
right-wing leaders are dwindling 
and have lost their support, 
especially from the public,” 
Aquino said. 

“Forces that have sui^rted 
Honasanare now under different 
commanders and many of those 
who were with him are already in 
detention,” Aquino said. 

Operations 

Aquino said military officials 
were pursuing operations 
against the rightists. 

“They have been successful 
and I am confident that Honasan 
will be re-airested in due time.'' 
Aquino said. 

Honasan led the Aug 28. 1987 
coup attempt that nearly toppled 
^uino. At least 53 people were 
killed and 300 wounded in the 
mutiny. 

Honasan was captured in 
December, but heescap^ froma 
prison ship last April and is at 
large. 

Matiliano, a former provincial 
commander who seized the 
government television during the 
August coup, was captured last 
week in a suburban hotel while 
aUegedly recruiting soldiers for a 
new coup attempt. 

Security forces captured Baula 
on Monday at the Amihan Day 
and Night Cub along Manila's 
seafront Roxas boulevard. 
Authorities said they seii^ from 
Baula 100,000 (SS,()00) that was 
to be used in the planned upris- 
ing. 

Baula led the attack at the Air 
Force headquarters in Manila in 
the Honasan coup. 

A senior ofiidal said Hon- 
asan's group now includes sup- 
porters of fomier Preddent Fer- 
dinand Marcos in the armed for- 
ces. They allegedly receive finan- 
cing from '^very high political 
personalities.” 

Aquino has crushed five coup 
attempts since she took power in 
a civilian-backed mih'taiy revolt 
in February 1986.

Children 
tortured 
in several 
countries 

LONDON. Oci 4. (UPI); 
Amnesty International painted 
an "ugly picture" in its yearly- 
human rights report, saying that 
people and sometimes children 
are tortured in one-third of the 
countries around the world. 

In the survey of l.'5 naiion.s, 
the organisation said |he use of 
“death squads” to Lcrrori.se 
political opposition appeared to 
have increased in Latin America. 

The human righ^ organisa- 
tion. which won the Nobel peace 
prize in 1977. also said thui 80 
countries worlduffie people are 
jailed forspcakingtheirniinds or 
for political or religious beliefs. 

The re\-iew covered abuses in 
the calendar year 1987. 

“In at least a third of the 
world's natiote. men, women 
and even children arc tortured.” 
Amnesty said. “In scores of 
countries govemmeni s pursue 
their goals by kidn:*pping and 
murdering their ow i citizens." 

Ugly picture 

The group said it “documents 
and publicises this ugly picture of 
what governments around the 
world .are doing to their citizens 
40 years after the proclamation 
of Universal Declaration of 
Human Rights for one reason 
only — to convince more people 
that something must be done to 
stop it.” 

The report highlighted Ihcfaci 
that this year is IhelOihunnhe.'-- 
of the Universal Declara- 
tion of Human Rights. “On K) 
Dec 1948 all the members of the 
United Nations declared for ihe 
first time in history that ev'ery 
human being has inalienable 
rights.” it said. 

Amnesty said that today while 
ail the UN members states for- 
mally subscribe to the declara- 
tion “many of them reveal, by 
their actions, that they consider 
their ideas and ideals it enshrines 
as 'subversive'.” 

The report said that in Latin 
America the use of clandestine 
.groups linked to government for- 
ces to terrorise political opposi- 
tion or common criminals 
appeared to ha-ve increased. 

Abnses'by such groups eontm^* 
,ued in several countriesincluding. 
El Salvador, Guatemala,' 
Colombia, Brazil and Chile and- 
reports indicated that similar 
grous had emerged in countries 
previously unalTected such as 
Panama. Amnesty said. 

It said that in Asia grave viola- 
tions ofhuman ri^ts continued 
through 1987 with widespread 
reports of torture. 

In Burma, where a protracted 
struggle was being waged by the 
central government against 
tribal and other insurgents, for- 
mer detainees told Amnesty 
frequently of sustained beatings 
or lockings.

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Five firms to submit 
university project designs 


FIVE inicrnational consulting 
companies have been selected by 
Kuwait University to submit 
designs for the University City 
project in the Shidadiya area, 
according to a local daily. 

The firm which is awarded the 
contract will execute the project 
In co-operation with Kuwait 
University. The state allocated 
KD2 million for the design of the 
project. This amount will be 
cov'ered by the University's bud- 
get for 1 988- 1 989 and 1 989- 1 990. 
The total cost of the project is 
estimated at KDI68 million. 

Revised 

The project is to be completed 
in two stages — the first costing 
KDiOO million and the other 
KD^ million. 

The project is expected to meet 
the demands of academic educa- 
tion in Kuwait well into the 
beginning of the next century. 

In the interim, the ofilce of the 
assistant rector for planning at 


the University revised plans to 
improve existing facilities and to 
build new installations and buil- 
dii^ in different faculties. 

The office submitted its con- 
struction programme alongwith 
a five-year plan to the Ministry of 
Finance to finance them for the 
fiscal year 1988-89. 

Maintenance 

According to preliminary 
estimates, the plan will cost 
KD140 million. FiAy-seven per 
cent of that amount will be 
allocated to buildings in 
Shuwaikh; 26 per cent will 
spent in KJialdiya; 9 per cent in 
Jabriya; 4 per cent in Adiliya and 
the remaining 4 per cent will be 
allocated to Keifan. 

Seventy per cent of the funds 
will be spent on new buildings, 
with the maintenance of present 
utilities and buildings taking up 
the retnaioing 30 per cent. 

Nine projects which will cost 


about KD8 million will be com- 
pleted during the fiscal year. 

The University will also start 
14 other projects which will cost 
about KD24 million and design 
27 other projects at a total cost of 
KD80 TTullion during this fiscal 
year. Additionally, the Univer- 
sity contracted with several com- 
panies to carry out 40 mainten- 
ance projects which wHIl cost 
about KOI million. TTiirty of 
these projects have already been 
completed. 

A report dated Sept I said 
there have been delays in com- 
pleting University construction 
projects. The report blamed lack 
of technical manpower coupled 
with government red-tape and 
bureaucracy for the delays. 

Relevant ministers decided to 
give these projects priority. A 
team b^ed by the Minister of 
Public Works will supervise 
projects which are expect^ to be 
completed during this fiscal year.

It is an 
encouraging sign, but the main 
problem is still unsolved.*' 

Jemil Ali Ibrahim. Bahrainco- 
ordinator for the contractors, 
said they will soon meet the 
university's nsw president Dr 
Ibrahim Al Hashemi and 
Bahrain's Education Minister 
Dr Ali Fakhro to tiv' to work out 
ways of getting the rest of the 
cash.

ABU DHABI, Oct 2, (KUNA): 
Abu Dhabi's Water and Elec- 
tricity Dqiartment is carrying 
out field research and sdentific 
studies in collaboration with 
Japanese experts to ensure the 
safety of the desalination and 
power plants fhim the dangm of 
oil pollution, a senior offidal at 
the dqiartment said today. 

Saera Attiq, assistant under- 
secretary at the depailznrat, said 
that following the inddent at 
Iran's Nowruz oilfield, there 
were direct pollution threats to 
Abu Dhabi's desalination and 
power plants, which totally 
depend on Gulf waters. 

“The department, in 
collaboration with Japanese 
opeits in this field, is intensify- 
ing its efforts to take precaution- 
ary measures that will safeguard 
the plants from oil pollution,*’ he 


said. 

He noted that the department 
invited a number of competent 
international finus to present 
their bids on sdentific research 
and using their expertise to face 
the pollution from oil and its by- 
products. 

He also announced the latest 
laboratory analysis by the de- 
partment showed that there is no 
danger threatening the plants 
now. 

“A team comprised of the 
department’s engineers and 
Japanese experts is currently 
undertaking research and studies 
dealing with the situation ofGuIf 
waters. After the conclusion of 
its mission the team will present 
its recommendations jon ensur- 
ing the safety and operation of 
the plants.” he adde£

us vice-president’s job 

Sometimes important, 
sometimes ridiculous

WASHINGTON, ^ AP): The US 
vice-presidency is a job that has 
sometimes been important, but 
has just as often been ridiculed as 
insigni fica n L, even by some of the 
people who have held it. 

Today, vice-presidential rivals 
Lloyd ^ntsen and Dan Quayle 
face each other in a debate, llie 
debate itselfcould affect the out- 
come ofthe presidential race bet- 
ween Michael Dukakis and 
George Bush. 

But once the election is 
decided, little may be beard again 
of the vice-presidential winner as 
hetoilsdeepintheshadowsofthe 
president 

John Nance Gamer, Franklin 
Roosevelt's vice-president in the 
1930s, described the vice- 
president^ as "a spare tire on the 
automobile of government.” 

It is mainly as a replacement 
for the president that the vice- 

E resident becomes important, 
ut in recent decades, presidents 
have given their vice-presidents 
mnre meaningful work. 

Silence 

Otherwise, a term as vice- 
president can be "four years of 
silence,” said Alban Barkley, 
vice-president under Harry 
Truman. 

The colourful Truman, who 
moved up from vice-president to 
president on the death of 
Roosevelt in 1945, said theofTice 
w'as "about as useful as a cow's 
fifth teat.” And Gamer, retired 
to the plains of west Texas, also 
used an earthy comparison in 
writing off the job as "not worth 
a bucket of warm spit (saliva).” 
Americans vote for a combin- 
ation of presidential and vice- 
prcsidentiai candidates on one 
ticket and usually base their 
decision on their favourite for the 
top job. 

But in a dose race — as this 
year's election is expwted to be 
— a good or bad imjiiression 
made by the vice-presidential 
candidate could be enough to 
change the outcome. 

Democrats, pointing to 
Quayle's youth and inex- 
perience, are quick to remind 
voters that if Bush wins on Nov 8, 
Quayle would be “only a heart- 
away" from taking over if 
Bush should die or become 
incapadlated during hU four- 
year term. 

, The scary "heartbeat away” 
phrase has been used repeatedly 
isince the 1950s to call attention 
to tbe inadequacy of a vice- 
ipresidential candidate and to 


Illness makes Japanese 
aware of emperor

iTOKYO, (Reuter): Emperor 
Hirohito's illness has brought 
:him to the forefront of Japanese 
media attention and made many 
people, espedaily the young, 
aware of a man they knew about 
only dimly. 

Some analysts, looking back 
to the nationalistic mood before 
World War 11. have expressed 
concern. 

"I fear something similar to 
the pre-war period could hap- 
pen.” Inada Nada, a psychiatrist 
and author, told Reuters. 

He said Japan's media had 
looked only for respectful reac- 
tii>ns to tbe illness and did not 
report dissenting views. 

Toshihiko Kara, a sociologist 
alTokai University, agreed. 

"If you give as much coverage 
as we see now. you can mobilise 
the people on any matter. I 
imagine it was like this during the 
war when Japan's people were 
forced to devote their life to the 
emperor." he said. 

Sympathy 

Hara said many young people 
were going to the palace to ra- 
ster their sympathy for Hirohito 
because it was fashionable. Older 
people were cancelling social 
events as they did not want to 
stand out in Japan's conformist 
society. 

More than two million people, 
young and old, have braved 
persistent rain and long queues 
to sign re^'sters at the Imperial 
Palace in central Tokyo and else- 
where. 

Throughout Japan, events 
ranging from traditional harvest 
festivals, sports meetings at 
schools, political fund-raisers, 
department store sales and even 
marriages have been cancelled or 
postponed out of respect for the 
-emperor.

Originally, the vice-presidrat 
was whoever placed second in the 
presidential election. But the 
constitution was soon amended 
to allow for running mates 
because conflicts between 
president and vice-president 
created discord in the adniinis- 
tration. 

The Job of vice-president has 
been ndiculed almost from the 
beginning. 

John Adams, who in the 1 790s 
served as the first vice-president 
and then went on to become 
president, described it as "tbe 
most insignificant oflice that 
ever the invention of man con- 
trived,” 

Inthe 1931 musical "OfTliee 1 
Sing,” incompetent Vice- 
President Alexander Throt- 
Uebottom was sojexcluded from 
power that he had to join a tour 
group to visit the White House. 

Ody this century did vice- 
presidents begin attending 
cabinet meetings regularly. 
President Dwight Eisenhower 
strengthened the office in the 
1950s, putting Richard Nixon in 
charge of the cabinet in the 
president's absence. 


Until recently, many of' 
Japan's 120 million people did 
not give the 87-year-old emperor 
mud thought, especially the 
young who were not brou^t up 
to consider him a divine ruler. 

For most he was a frail old 
man with an interest in marine 
biology who rarely emerged 
from acurtain skilfully woven by 
the conservative bureaucrats of 
the Imperial Household Agency.

Disquiet

Caution remains the hallmark 
of Us domestic policy as he seeks 
to contain Islamic nulitancy and 
grapples with worsening econ- 
omic problems which thraten to 
spark sodal unrest. 

"He wants to maintain a 
moderate, centrist state that is 
freer than most in the Arab 
world,” said a Western diplomat. 
"But the worse the economy gets, 
the more difficult his job is.” 
Baling 

In foreign relations, he has 
presided over Egypt's return to 
acceptability in the Arab world 
after neariy a decade as an out- 
cast because of its pace pact with 
Israel. He has retained close ties 
^th the West and improved rela- 
tions with Moscow. 

Foreign backing is important 
in easing the most populous 
Arab state through a prolonged

economic crisis. Gulf Arab slates 
are now pumping more aid and 
investment money into E^pl, 
while Mubarak has carefmly 
nurtured USand West European 
support 

Both Egyptian and foreign 
analysts say he likes to rule by 
consensus. Most forrigners see 
this as a strength, but some Egyp- 
tians regard compromise 
decision-making as a weakness. 

They recall E^pt's dramas 
under strongman Gamal Abdel 
Nasser, who nationalised the 
Suez Canal, or Anwar Sadat 
who flouted Arab opinion to 
establish relations with Israel.

Nonetheless, Egyptians accept 
Mubarak — or at least have con- 
cluded there is no obvious alter- 
native to the stocky, dour vice- 
president who was thrust to 
power when Muslim zealots gun- 
ned down Sadat on Oct 6, 1981. 

Apotential successor could be 
Field Marshal Abdel-Halim Abu 
Ghazala, the defence minister. 
But Western diplomats say he 
shows no open interest in power 
and app^rs content to run the 
huge military machine which 


underpins the government. 

Mubarak's supporters say he 
runs a fairer, less oppressive sys- 
tem than hispredec^ors, allow- 
ing the opporition a greater say 
in parliament and through its 
new^pers, although the ruling 
Nation^ Draocratic Party has a 
crusUng legislative mmority. 

Opposition outside parlia- 
ment IS in check by emer- 
gency laws, renewed recently for 
three years, which empower 
police to detain suspects without 
charges. 

Interior Minister Zaki Badr 
ket^ a tight rein on protests by 
Muslim activists and other dis- 
sidents. The opposition accuses 
Badr, a former police generaL of 
using excessive force.

KABUL, Afghanistan, (UPl): 
US made Stingm and gmilar 
anti-aircraA missiles changed the 
nature of the war in Afghanistan 
and are believed to be a key fac- 
tor in Moscow's decision to with- 
draw its troops after a nine-year 
struggle. 

Soviet and Afghan pilots 
developed a variety of tactics and 
countermeasures m an attempt 
to lessen the threat from the Stin- 
gers, British-made “Blowpipes”, 
and captured Soviet "Sam-7s” 
but never were able to success- 
fully blunt the threat posed by 
the hi^-tech weapons. 

"The Stingers are over there, 
beyond those Grst mountains,” 
saia Jamaluddin, as he directed 
his Yak-40 passenger jet in a tight 
upward spiral.

He accused the Fund of behav- 
ing like a quack doctor trying to 
force a single huge dose down 
Egypt’s throat rather than a daily 
pill. 

Egypt views itself as a special 
case because of its strategic loca- 
tion at the junction of Europe, 
the Middle East and Africa, its 
control of the Suez Canal and its 
role as the only Arab state pled- 
ged to peace with Israel.

OSLO, (Reuter): A book reveal- 
ing Norway's deep involvement 
in international e^iona« dur- 
ing the' "cold war” period of the 
1950s and .1960s has started a 
debate about secrecy in oneOf the 
world's most open societies. 

The book, "Our Secret 
Preparations,” details how Nor- 
way used seamen in its huge mer- 
chant fleet as agents. It also 
reveals Norway's role in 
eiaboraie operations to spy on 
communist states at the request 
of US and British intelligence. 

Defence authorities have said 
that the author, a former officer 
in Norwegian intelligenoe, may 
be prosecuted for breaching a 
lifelong vow of silence about his 
job. . . 

"I did not show the manus- 
cript to (head of the aimed for- 
ces) Vi^eik Eide, because he 
would have had it banned,” 
author Christian Christensen 
told a news conference to launch 
«the book in Oslo recently. 

Interviews 

Christensen, a 66-year-old for- 
mer major in intelligenoe, basi^ 
his book chiefly on interviews 
with AlfMartens Meyer, who led 
most Norwe^an spy operations 
in the 1950s and 1960s. 

Meyer, now 80 and living, in 
retirement in Spain, was Nr.vy 
captain in iacitiugenoe. His res- 
ponsibilities in what was. then a ' 
very small set-up was to organise 
sensitive assignments. 

The book has brought 
embarrassing auctions that 
officers inyolveo knowingly 
broke with government secunty - 
policy and that they kept succes- 
sive administrations ignorant of 
certain sensitive missions. 

Christensen, writing about tbe . 
years between 1948 and 1968 
when superpower, tensions 
almost 'bouecr. over, gives key 
details of a number of alleged 
episodic inhis book:

New light on Roman life in Britain 


Recently discovered Roman tablets on 
which the ink writing is still legible present 
a picture of Roman i^e in which socialisii^ 
and obtaining supplies of luxury items 
loom much larger than any milit^ pre- 
occupations.

DISCOVERIES made during 
excavations at the Northum- 
berland Tort of Vindoianda in 
the UK. a mile to the south of 
Hadrian's Wall, have shed new 
light on the Romans’ life in the 
northern outpost of their 
empire, 1 .900 years ago. 

Because of the preservative 
properties of its turf, Vin- 
doianda has yielded up more 
than 1,000 Roman tablets — 
pieces of wafer-thin wood on 
which the ink writing is still 
legible. 

These texts, the earliest 
archive of written material 
found in Britain, present a pic- 
ture of Roman life in which 
socialising and obtaining sup- 
plies ofluxury items loom much 
larger than any military pre- 
occupations. 

And among the text is a four- 
page, 45-line letter, among the 


longest original Roman letters 
ever found, which challenges 
the image of the Romans as- 
masterroadbuildersin AD 1 i S. 

Octavius, whose status is 
unknown, writes from an unk- 
nown address to Vindoianda to 
complain that be is still await- 
ing delivery of grain and cattle- 
hides and laments the bad state 
of the roads. They are unfit for 
wheeled tmJFIic, he says. 

Complains 

Octavius also complains 
about the delay in receiving 
large quantiti^ of cattle-hides 
from Catterick — Catarac- 
tonia — and gimn, for which he 
has already paid. Ifhe does not 
get the supplies, he says, be will 
be fmancially embarrassed. He 
ad^ that as the roads are bad, 
mules may be the best means of 
transport. 

"This was very early in the 
Romans' occupation of north- 
ern Britain," says Dr David 


Thomas of Durham Univer- 
sity's Department of Paleogra- 
phy and Diplomatic, a 
papyrologjst who has tran- 
slated many of the Vindoianda 
tablets toother wi± Dr Alan 
Bowman, of Oxford Univer- 
sity. 

Dr Thomas said; “One 
would hope that in London and 
Colctoter the roads would be 
much better, but up here, where ' 
they had conquered only 20 
years previously, they were just 


getting the roads in." 

Vindoland's director, Mr 
Robin Biriey, and his excava- 
tion assistants 'have also just 
unearthed a pridianum, or 
periodic stren^ report, the 
nrsi sudi document found in 
the Western Empire. 

Written on a specially 
prq>ared thin sheet of oi^ it 
reports that more than a dozen 
men from the cohort of Tim- 
grians attached to Vindoianda 
at the time of writing, shortly

before AD 90, were suffering 
from pink-eye (conjunctivitis). 

The tablet also reveals that of 
the 7S0^trongeohort, only 270 
were present at Vindoluda, 
and 10 per cent of them were 
sick. 

The rest were penoanently 
attached to the governor of 
Stain's bodyguard, or sendng 
with the prorince’s procurator, 
Ferox, or garrisoned at Coria 
— probably the fort at Cof- 
bridge, Northumberland. 

Rare 

Another tablet found at Vin- 
doianda is a rare example of 
correspondence between 
Roman women, presumably 
bothwivesofseniorsoldiers. In 
the letter, Flaria S^era is invit- 
ing Lepedina to her b^day 
party. 

Another tablet, bearing two 
excerpts from Virgil, seems to 
be a writing exercise by a child, 
probably one of ^ sons of 
Flavius Cerialis, prefect of the 
Ninth Cohort of Batavians 
based before AD 103 at Vin- 
doianda. 

As well as private letters, 
there an daily work schedul^ 
omcial corre^ondence, 
accounts and receipts, lists of 
stores sent to the fort and daily 
reports from junior officers to 
the commanding office.

Aztec human sacrificial 
altar stone discovered

MEXICO CITY. fUPI): 
Archaeologists call it one of the 
most important finds of the 
Aztec culture — a huge, cir- 
cular-shaped carved stone used 
for human sacrifice. 

“It was a sacrificial stone 
with a double function, used 
both to celebrate a war victory 
upon which the Aztecs 
sacrificed a captured warrior, 
and for human sacrifice during 
reiiflous rites to the Sun God," 
said Guillermo Perez Castro 
cq-ordinatqr of the 
archaeolo^cal di^ 

The Slone, believed to date 
from about 1460. is stiU in a 


gaping square hole smelling of 
freshly dug earth in the middle 
of a Spani^ colonial courtyard 


at the heart of the former 
capital of the legendary Aztec 
empire. 

Around its perimeter are 1 1 
I soSnes depicting conquests of 
] 1 1 different tnbes by Aztec 
I warriors. In each, an /Vztec 
warrior costumed like a god is 
shown holding a captured 
prisoner by the hair. 

“In the Mexica (Aztec) 
religion, the prima^ god, the 
Sun God.* was believ^ to be 
nourished by human sacrifice," 
Perez said at the edge of the piL 
"In order for the sun to rise, the 
Sun God had to be fed by the 
blood and the hearts of 
humans." 

On this stone the heart of a 
bound prisoner from a con- 
quered tribe was carved from 
his chest while he was still alive 
and the heart still beating. 

Representii^ 

The heart was put into a cen- 
tre holiow. representing the 
mouth of the Sun God. From it 
the blood flowed in rivulets, 
defining the etched rays of the 
sun in red, and animating the 
symbols of stars, eagle feathers 
and water. Perez explained. 

The chance find of the to 
12-ion volcanic stone mon- 
olith, nearly 3 feel (I metre) 
thick and 7 feet (2 metre) in 


diameter, could throw new 
light on the mysterious Aztec 
culture, the archaeologists smd. 

“This piece will give us 
greater and more exact under- 
standing of this period of the 
Mexica," said Pedro Francisco 
Sanchez, chief archaeolo^t of 
the National Institute of 
Arcbaeolo^. 

“This piece is extremely 
important 1 believe it is one of 
the most important found in 
the Mexica culture, definitely," 
Sanchez said. 

The Aztecs founded Tenoch- 
lillan, where Mexico City now 
stands, in 1325. This marked 
the banning of an empire that 
flourished for nearly 200 years, 
until the Spanish conquest in 
1521.

Because the conquistadors, 
demolished Tenochtitlan and 
constructed their city on top of 
its nibble, much of the Aztec 
culture still remains buried 
under Spanish colonial build- 
ings In the centre of Mexico 
Gty. 

On June 27, two aixdiaeolog- 
ists from the National Institute 
of Archaeology, Maria £. 
Judith Padilla Y Yedra and 
Antonio Gudino Garfias, 
began routine excavations to 
investigate the cracking foun- 
dation of an 18th century build- 
ing now used as Finance Minis- 
try offices. On July 1 , the stone 
was discovered in the building’s 
courtyard. 

"Gudino was the first to spot 
a piece of the stone and said it 


was part of a sculpture that 
possibly was an owl, because of 
the circular water symbols, 
which he took for eyes," said 
I^lla Y Yedra. 

"We weren't sure at first how 
important the find was, but 
now we’ve become immoral- 
ised,” Gudino said. 

Si^hez said cracking foun- 
dations are often an indication 
of axchaeologica] material bra- 
ealh. Cracks usually mean that 
the foundation is now evenly 
based and suggests that there is 
something underneath the bull- 
din& Sanchez said. 

“We engage in arefaaeo- 


(the diy government) to find 
out what is happening to the 
foundation of a historic build- 
ing and it enables us to recover 
pa|rt of our history," Sanchez 
said. 

He said the stone is part of a 
temple to the war Tez- 
catUpoca, and that it is highly 
prorable that there is more of 
the temple underaeath."

"What interests us vei^ 
much about this excavation is 
to find out if the stone is in its 
orianal place," Sanchez said. 

are interested in defin- 
ing (the exact period) of the 
stone; conserving the piece so it 
doesn’t lost its colour, its pig- 
ments (all of which are red), 
restore it and then interpret as 
precisely as TOSsible the mean- 
ing of all ofits symbols before 
moving it to a museum." 

Sanchez said a similar stone 
in the famous National 
Museum of Anthropology pos- 
sibly is somewhat later, since it 
depicts four new scenes of con- 
quered tribes besides the 11 
found on this stone. 

No more than 10 such stones 
have been found from the Aztec 
culture, Sanctaez said. He ran- 
ked this as among ^ five most 
important stone monoliths ever 
discovered, along with the 
famous AztK sun c^endar also 
in the National Anthropology 
Museum. 


Search 
for lost 
Columbus 
ships

HOUSTON, (Reuter): In the 
mouth of the murky river in 
Panama, marine archaeolog- 
ists are searching, for the 
remains of a ship that Oiristo- 
pher Columbus sailed on his 
final voyage to the new world. 

The researchers say they' 
have found evidence — stiU; 
inconclusive — that the 
Gallega, a small ocean-going 
vessel Columbus left behind 
when it became stranded on a 
sand bar, lies in the Rio Helen’s 
mouth in 20 to 30 feet (seven to 
10 metres) of water. : 

"We haw found places that 
warrant further investigation," 
said Denise Lakey, a researcher 
for the Texas A and M univer- 
sity-based Institute of Nautical 
Areharology. 

In 1503, Columbus was on 
his fourth and final voyage to 
the new world that he had dis- 
covered a decade before. 

He was seeking a passage to 
India through the Westqm 
hemisphere when he and his 
crew stopped briefly at the 
point now bring searched on 
the Western Atlantic coast of 
Panama. 

Little is known about the 
Gallega, a caravel-dass ship 
that sailed too close to the 
beach and got stuck on a sand 
bar, Lakey said. 

Columbus left the boat and a 
small contingent behind with 
the intention of setting up a 
trading station. But a group of 
Indians, fearful of the Span- 
iards, attacked. 

The men fled into the 
made their way to a boat 
beyond the sand bar and sailed 
to safety, leaving the Gallega 
behind. 

Records about the ship and 
its location survived in reports 
on Columbus's expedition and 
in testimony in sutxsequent law- 
suits hif descendants filed 
against Spain in an attempt to 
stake ihw clmm to the wealth 
of the new World, Lakey said.

MANY CONDITIONS COULD 
CAUSE SHOULDER PAIN 


QUESTION: What can be causing my 
shoulder pain? The pain is always there, but 
it's dull. 

A NSWER: The shoulder join t is the most 
versatile joint in the body, possessing an 
enormous range of motion. It allows us to 
perform strenuous tasks such as lifiing and 
throwing, as well as simple manual taslu like 
writingor sewing. Because of its anatomical 
complexity, however, a trade-off is made. 
The shoulder's extraordinary range of 
motion, a great advantage for many 
activities, is counter-balanced by an ins- 
tability that makes it subject to injury. 

Since countless causes can be involved, 
the first step in diagnosing the problem is to 
determine the exact location of the pain. 
Many factors must be considered, including 
whether bones, muscles, tendons, 
ligaments, blood vessels or nerves are 
involved. The more acute the problem, the 
more likely the patient can pinpoint it. 

How the pain started is important to 
determine as well. Knowing if there was an 
injury or if the pain came on gradually is a 
key point in a diagnostic evaluation. If cer- 
tain movements cause pain or are impossi- 


ble to perform, they should be noted, as 


me arm win iniiuenoe Lne diagnosis as well. 

Knowing the. type of activi^ a person 
^gages in is also a key factor when diagnos- 
inga shoulder ailment For example, seden- 
tary activities such as writing, typing or 
sewing force shoulder muscles to contract 
Prolong engagement in such tasks can 
cause shoulder spasms. Exercising to stretch 
the muscles can prevent the problem amd 
should be performed because^ the joint is 
not allowed to move freely, it can “freeze" 
and cause the formation of fibrotic 
adhesions. 

On the other hand, strenuous acti^ties 
such as swimming or oveiiiead work causes 
certain tendons to stretcl) and compress. 
Such violent, repetitive action may 
traumatize the tendon and its sheath, 
producing pain. Other possible causes of 
shoulder pain can include chronic inflam- 
mation of a shoulder joint that may develop 
if a shoulder injury doesn't heal properly or 
if the joint is strenuously workra and 
abused. Even years after an injury, simple 
activities such as rolling on the shoulder 


during sleep may cause pain, tenderness and 
spasms. Akhritis, tension, fibrositis and 
Mne caldfication are stUl further possible 
causes of chronic shoulder pain. 

If you are suffering from undiagnosed 
shoulder pain, I suggest that you see a 
physidan in hopes ordetennining thecause. 
Simple, five-minute examinations have been 
designed to quickly pinpoint possible 
causes, and i t*s certainly worth your while to 
investigate them. Relief can be readily 
aefaiev^ in many cases.

INDUS VALLEY, Pakistan: 
Wth no sign, no fence, and no 
protection of any sort, Kot Diji 
appears from even a few yards 
away to be just one more ^eof 
rubble. 

Probably of more interest to 
tourists, the 19th-century fort 
bearing the same name, on a hill 
literally across the road, has 
been largely restored. 

Yet finds among the broken 
pottery of Kot Diji (about 350 
miles north ofKaRU^, in Pak- 
istan's Sind province) show 
that it dates back nearly S,()00 
yeare — to 2,800 BC — pitt- 
ing by about 300 years the bet- 
ter-known Harappa and 
Moenjodaro ardiaeological 
sites in the same region. 

These remains provide the 
major sources of mformation 
about the eariy Indus Valley 
civilization, also known as the 
Harappan culture, which ranks . 
with early civilization ofEgypt, 
Mesopotamia, and the Huang 
Ho Valley in China. 

The much better preserved 
site at Moenjodaro was partly 
I excavated 1^ the British in 
1922. A highly developed ci^ 
of 50,000, with wide streets, 
two-sto^ dwellings, large dyic 
and reli^ous stnickires, and 
even an extensive brick-lined 
sewage system, was uncovered. 

A small but well-maintained 
museum of artifacts on the site 
at Moenjodaro indudes p^- 
sonal seals, the original sig- 
natures, bearing the ima^ of 
an animal or human form, and 

sparse examples of so far 
untranslated writings. 

Without dedphmble writ- 
ings, knowledge of this Bronze 
people is limited to deduc- 
tions about the obviously weil- 
planned dries and thrir uten- 
sils. 

AH told, about 240 acres 
have been uncovered, roughly 


25 per cent of the total At its 
height, the Indus Valley 
dvmzation induded 400 dries 
and towns in what isnow P^s- 
tan and India. 

But die sites are threatened 
by rising ground water and 
sporadic flooding. No ecteava- 
tion has been done since 19^, 
as efforts have turned to r^uc- 
ing the salinity of the soil, which 
can damage the bricks and 
foundations. 

Irrigation of surrounding 
areas had raised the water 
table, pushing earth salts 
^waid. Accordm^ to the I^- 
istani Archaeological Depart- 
ment, 27 wells have now 
lower^ -the water table to 30 
feet.

Rale 

Th^ said that the Central 
Bank increased the exchange rate 
of the US dollar against the 
Kuwaiti dinar to 288.96 tils on 
Monday morning, although its 
price retreated against major 
currencies the same day. 

This created a sense of unease 
among local banks, whi(^ began 
building short-term ilnandal 
positions in the US dollar from 
the middle of last week. 

They added that this became 
very sharp on Monday and tiie 
rush to purchase US dollars in 
the local market led to the 
increased interest rate on the 
Kuwaiti dinar; which FQsefrom 3 ' 
per cent on Sunday to 6 per cent 
on Monday. 

The bankers pointed out that 
the Central Bank did not 
intervene in the local markets on 
Monday and did not withdraw 
liquidity from markets to force 
lo^ banks to stop speculation 
on the Kuwaiti diom:. 

The Central Bank sees this 
speculation as exaggerated and 
harmful, they said.

Local market unstable, say dealers

KUWAlTS dealere in building 
materials are being flooded with 
inquiries from Iraq, but few 
orders are being pla^ as (be 
Iraqis shop around the Gulf to 
meet their urgent requirements 
for plywood, steel and timber, 
according to traders in Kuwait. 

The lo^ market is unstable, 
they say, and most dealers are 
refraining from placing new 
orders. Local market prices of 
wood remain stable; while steel is 
getting cheaper. Profits are on 
decline while the competition is 
. getting more intense, th^ say. 

' The uncertmnty surroun^g 
I raqi orders is frirther underiined 
by the rising value of the dollar 
against the Kuwaiti dinar which 
is eating into the dealers' profits. 

Builmng material prices are 
quoted in dollars in the inter- 
national markeL 

Charges 

Dealers are also dela^ng 
orders because they expect to 
receive supplies at cheaper rales 
once tire freight charges drop. 

The ceasefire in the Ir^-Iran 
war-has encouraged n any ship- 
pers to resume tiafilc to Kuwait 
and the freightchargtt are expec- 
ted to gradually decline from the 


current S49 tq $35 per cubic 
metre which the going rate 
before the tanker war escalated, 
said Mohammed Saleh Burud of 
All and Abdulktif H. AJ Sairaf 
Co. 

Dealers who are stuck vrith 
large stocks ofst^sl and wood are 
hoping for the repeat of the sue* 
cessfuT deals struck with the 
Iraqis immediately after Iran 
announced its acc^tance of the 
UN ceasefire resolution. 

ButBurudckufflSthatlraqvriO 
turn to the neighbouring Gulf 
states only for- the most urgent 
requirements before it opens 
direct import lines with the 
exporting countries. 

Requirements 

Dealers find it difficult to 
assess Iraq's immediate 
requiremen ts on the basisof their 
mquiries, said Bunid. 

“The Ir^is have been sending 
the same mquiries to different 
companies in Kuwait and else- 
where in the Gulf, rairing the 
level of competition," he said. 

From July 18 when Iran said it 
was willing to negotiate peace in 
the Gulf war until the end of 
August the flow of orders, 
especially for plywood, from 
Ir^ was steady, said Burud. In 
the first two weeks in September 
the exports of building materials 


from Kuwait to Iraq came to a 
standstUL 

Since then exports to Iraq 
resumed and there have been 
inquiries for large quantities of 
pl^ood and steel, but Bunid 
said after quoting the price he 
received no response. 

He said that two months ago 
Iraq placed an order for 1 OO.CKXl 
sheets of teak face 4 mm thick 
plywood.- Forty thousand sheets 
were delivered immediately. 

Dealers 

Orders like this have promp- 
ted dealere to order Ivge quan- 
tities from Singapore and Indon- 
esia. Two hundred and fifty 
thousand sheets of plywood 
arrived on Monday at the 
Shuwaikh Port but d^ers can- 
not rely on the Iraqis to buy 
them. The local market can 
absorb the supply but it will take 
time, dealers say. 

The suimlieis are mjuntaimng 
the price of 4 mm thick plywood 
at S3.85. But thedoUar^ned 15 
fils against the Kuwaiti dinar 
over the past few months which 
means that a dealer who used to 
get a sheet of plywood for KD 
1. 170 now gets it for KD 1.230. 
The prioeincl udes landing, bank- 
ing, insurance customs and tran- 
sport charges. 'Ihe plywood is 
now sold on the local market for 


KD 1.230, while the price for 
Iraqrcustomers is KD 1 .300. 

Kuwait's dealers have sub- 
stantially reduced imports of 
steel from Qatar and Saudi 
Arabia, the major suppliers, as 
fac«i difficulties m selling 
thdr stocks. 

Kuwait had an inquiry from 
Iraq for more than 1()0,000 tons 
of sted, but after dealers quoted 
the price which included a 
nonunal profit margin there was 
no response, said Burud. 

He found out that Qatar’s steel 
manufacturers receiv^ the same 
inquiry. 

Kuwait's dealers have impor- 
ted steel expecting a rising 
demand from Iraq wUch did not 
materialise. 

Dropped . 

Kuwait's dealers have 15,000 
tons of steel worth KD 3 million 
' in their warehouses. Tfarir mon- 
thly sales of steel dropped from 

3.000 tons in June to 1,000 to 

2.000 tons in September. 

Burud said their sales were 

made at a nominal profit, but 
some dealers have bttn sdlhig 
steel at below cost prices. 

(^tar's steel exports to 
Kuwait drc^iped from 10,000 
tons three months ago to the 
current 3,000 tons. 


IMF approach to developing countries 


Indian minister calls for more flexibility 


WEST BERLIN. Oct 4: India 
has called for a more flexible 
approach by the Internationa] 
Monetary Fund (IMF) in its fin- 
ancial dealings with ths develop 
idg world. Addressiog the 
interim committee, S.B. C^van, 
Minister of Finance, said here 
last week that despite favourable 
developments in the industrial 
countries, ^wth in the Third 
World remained inadequate and 
per capita income bad dedined. 

Chavan said the terms of trade 
ofmany countries had not shown 
much improvement and eiqiorts 
from the developing world were 
coit^rained 'ey intensified 
piptectionism, aqpoiding-to. an 
Indian daily. ' '' • ' 

The finance niinisier said the 
debt situation of the developing 
countries remained criticaL 
There was a large outflow^ of 
resources from many Third 
World countries. The 
availability of new funds for 
highly indebted countries, . 
Chavan said, bad been reduced, 
to a trickle. 

“For a major part of the 
developing wond, the 198()s have 
proved to be a lost decade," he 
observed. 


Chavan regretted that there 
had been no allocation of the 
Special Drawing Rights (SDR) 
since 1981. He stron^y suppor- 
ted the recommendations made 
in a recently published study by 
IMF staff calling for substantial 
allocation of the SDRs. 

Chavan maintained that to 
fulfil IMPs CTVciVl role in the 
adjustment process, there was an 
urgent need to augment its 
resources substantially. 

He urged an early completion 
of the nmth genei^ review of 
quotas. The present quota cal- 
culations, he said, did not attach 
suffident'wdght to the needs of 
m^bCrs whi^ make ure of IMF 
resources. 

Growth 

The finance minis ter deman- 
ded the quota share of develop- 
ing countries be protected. He 
added that it was in the interest of 
both the developed and the 
developing worlds to co-operate 
in maintaming an environment 
conducive to growth and 
stability. 

But the “over-reaction" to 
fears of inflation, which was 
moderate in the West, could 
resuUin serious consequences,he 


said. 

Growth could get inhibited 
with harmful effects on trade. 
Moreover, rise in interest rates 
would nuse the cost of funds, and 
aggravate the debt problem, he 
added. 

Six years into the Third World 
debt crisis, a range of proposed 
solutions are emerging which 
reach further than any 
previously submitted and break 
some of the old taboos, reports 
Reuter. 

But officials of both develop- 
ing and industrial countries 
believe the coming change of 
administration in Washington 
..means tjbat iipplementatio^ 
'havelo'wait imiOn^y^. * = 

Industrial nations took aii 
impoitanl step on Saturday with 
agreement on ways to ease the 
debt burden of the poorest of the 
poor in Africa. 

Japanese Finance Minister 
Kiichi Miyazawa had been 
expected to launch a new debt 
plan at this meeting. But the fail- 
ing health of Emperor Hirohito 
prevented him from attending. 

The African debt menu plan 
was launched at the Toronto 
Sunnmi meeting of the leadera of 


the United States, Japan, West 
Gennany. France. Britain, Italy 
and Canada last June. 

A final breakthrough came on 
Saturday when West Gennany 
dropped its final reservations. 
Developing nations welcomed 
the move but wanted help exten- 
ded to poor countries whether or 
not th^ adopt IMF-approv^ 
programmes and seeit as just one 
step in a strategy which should 
indude debt reduction for mid- 
dle-income debtors. 

Debtor country officials feel 
die time is ri^t to put' plans to 
reduce debt firmly on the table, 
long a subject most commercial 
; bankers 

“Creditor governments,’ mulr 
tilateral agencies and banks 
spoke the same langimge. 'Wby 
not seize the opportunity to tran- 
slate this into reality." Brazil 
Finance Minister Maison da 
Nobrega asked on Saturday. 

He said debt swaps, whereby 
debtor countries issue new bonds 
in exchan^ for old debt, should 
be promoted. Carding wbat he 
called a multilateral-type 
guarantee, the bonds would oe 
enhanced asset that would 
encourage banlrs to buy them. 


“Qatar was ready to supply us 
with 20,000 tons of steel in 
November, but we had to turn 
down the offer because of uncer- 
tain market conditions," said 
Burud. 

Profits on steel sales are mar- 
ginal, said Bitfud. The company 
makes a profit upto KD 3 per 
cubic metre of wood, but sales of 
softwood have been slow. A1 
Sarrafs have a stock of 15.000 
tons of softwood ordered from 
the Soviet Union in anticipation 
of brisk trade with Iraq. 

Ahmed Jammal of Shuwaikh 
Trading Co. said dealing with 
building materials is a high risk, 
low profit business. 

He said net profits ranged bet- 
ween 2 and 6 per cent. 

He warned dealers against 
stocking up on building 
materials because of the fluctuat- 
ing prices and because storage 
itself is eaepensive. 

Bunid said that since the 
beginning of this year the num- 
ber of dealers in building 
materials increased as expecta- 
tions of an end to the Gulf war 
rose. This lead to fierce competi- 
tion on the markeL The new- 
comers faced slow sales and 
began undercutting prices forc- 
ing larger companies to lower 
their prices. 


Coffee market 
confused by 
new quota deal 

LONDON, .Oct 4, (Reuter): A 
complex agreement to regulate 
world coffee supplies for the next 
12 months by the Internationa 
Coffee Organisation (ICO) l^ 
the trade confused about its 
impact on prices on Monday. 

London Robusta coffee 
futures shot to seven-month 
highs of £ 1 ,235 ($2,095) a tonne, 
but edged off this peak later. 

“A lot of people are puzzled 
and finding it haro to work out 
the implications, "said one Lon- 
don dealer in a comment on the 
weekend accord setting an 
export quota for the 1989 coffee 
year starting now. 

The ICO 'groups SO producer 
and 24 cor^umer nations. 

f>ealers '^d'Dieythou^t the 
accord may offer only limited 
support to the oversuppHed 
market because there are no 
provisions for cuts in the ICO 
quota until January 1989. 

The ICO set a global export 
quota from October 1 of 56 
million (60 kilo) bags. This can- 
not be reduced in the October/ 
Owmber first quarter of the 
cofieeyear. 

I r the market should fall before 
January there is no safety net 
some experts said.

Philippine minister calls for

Raul S. Manglapus, Secretary of Foreign Affairs, 
devoted bis entire qweeh to the General Assembly to condemna- 
tion of the economic poGdes of the industrialised Nortii for 
supposedly perpetuating and increasii^ the drirt of the devdoinng 
worid in the South. “It is valnaUe to reschedule driit," be sa^

proposed an inteniational debt and devek>|HmentcomnilsRMi — a 
new, 5-year agency to evaluate alt e n iativ e plans for global debt 
mana^menL Its stall would bedrawn from other global fiuandal 
agendes and tiie Philippine envoy proposed it devise concrete 
actions to rectify inequities in tte gIdM tndii^ sys te m . The 
commission, be said, wonM develop standards for d^t rdwf or 
debt forgiveness and propose them to the Unit^ Nations for 
“approi^ prodamatioD and exeentiofl." Manglapus blamed tte 
poverty of the Philippines OD ruthless Northern cr^twnatio^ ■ 
gullible developuig nations in the Soutii and the fictatoiri^ of 
fonner Philippine President jFmdiDand Marcos. "There is one 
b^emonic power totey diat conU crack tiie vriiip, tiie United 
States of America,” be said.

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Consumer groups announce 
new Nestle boycott 


WASH I NGTON, Oct 4, (AP): A 
Group of consumer activists said 
today it is resuming a boycott of 
the Swiss-based Nestle Corpora- 
tion because of its promotion 
practices for infant formula and 
is extending the boycott to the 
New York-based American 
Home Products. 

Action forCorporate Accoun- 
tability accused Nestle and 
American Home Products, 
which it called the largest man - 
ufacturers of infant fonnula hi 
the world, of distributing fme 
formula through maternity 
wards as a promotional tactic 
that undermines the practice of 
breast-feeding. 

Representatives of Nestle and 
AHP have rgected the accusa- 
tions and said they were comply- 
ing with World Health Organisa- 
tion and individual national 
cc^ on the subject. 

Resolution 

“After the World Health 
Assembly passed its resolution 
for an end to the industry 
practice of dumping formula 
supplies in hospitals and mater^ 
nity wards almost 2-1/2 years 
ago, we assumed that Nestle and 
the other fonnula manufacturers 
would abide by the resolution,** 
Janice Mantel], the executive 
director of Action forCorporate 
Accountability, said in a news 
release. 


“Since that time, we have been 
patientiy meeting with the com- 
panies, and writing to the com- 
panies and waiting for them to 
change the dangerous 
promotional tactic ... the hard 
tect is that babies are dyingas the 
companies are violating the 
WHA resolution.'* 

She said her group asked Nes- 
tle and AHP to present a plan for 
ending their supplies program- 
mes by later today. 

“Neither company has 
produced one,’* she said. “We 
have DO other recourse but to ask 
for public support of a boycott 
against these two companies.” 
Action 

Action for Corporate Accoun- 
tability, based in Minneapolis, 
Minnesota, is the successor of 
groups that organised a boycott 
against Nestle from 1 977- 1 M4 in 
the United States and nine other 
countries. ITie groups halted the 
boycott after Nestle agreed to 
comply with the World Health 
Oi^amsation code. 

Action forCorporate Accoun- 
tabilOty said its “evidence reveals 

systematic corporate dumping of 

larK quantities of baby milk on 
Th^ World hospitals, which 
violates national law in some 
countries, and deHes World 
Health Organisation restrictions 
on the marketing of infant for- 
mula.”

Traderscited 
evidence of higher OPEC output 
in a maricet already in surplus. 

Production 

"‘Saudi Arabia wants to abide 
by the production levels assigned 
to it under OPEC accords if the 
other members agree to return to 
their production levels,” said a 
statement by the royal cabinet in 
Riyadh on Monday. 

Traders said gains were likely 
to be short-lived, unless OPEC 


took firm steps to curb excess 
production. 

OPEC’s average crude output 
in September was put at ^.6 
million barrels per day (BPD) by 
the latest Reuter survey, 600,000 
BPD above the 20 million 
estimated for August. 

Towards the European close, 
Brent blend for prompt lifting 
was quoted five cents lower at 
$11.^ a barrel.

By opening a short-term ECU 
sovereign-debt market. Britain 
bolsters London's role as a 
European center for ECU trad- 
ing. and shaves more than a per- 
centage point ofT a portion of the 
nation's borrowing costs.

Reagan textile veto headed for House challenge 


WASHINGTON, Oct 4, (AP): 
President Ronald Reagan's veto 
of textile and apparel import 
curbs is headed for a test in the 
House of Representatives, where 
opponents and supporters are 
ready for a battle. 

"‘We have the best chance that 
we've ever had” for a veto 
override. Congressman Butler 
Derrick, an opposition 
Democrat, said on Monday. But 
he added, "Tm not sure” textile 
forces have galvanised enough 
support in the faceofan energetic 
administration lobbying cam- 
paign. 

Bill supporters planned to 
initiate their override attempt 
today. 

Reagan described the bill as 
“protectionism at its worst” and 
vetoed it on Sept 28. Industry 
supporters are now trying to 
override that veto and pass the 


bill into law over the president's 
objections. A two-thirds 
majority in both chambers of 
Congress is required. 

Compettflon 

Designed to protect American 
industry from foreign comp^- 
tion, the bill would freeze textile 
and apparel imports at 1987 
levels thu year and limit growth 
to I per cent annually thereafter. 

It also would freeze nonrubber 
footwear imports at 1987 levels 
with no provision for growth 
later. It would guarantee hi^er 
quotas to countries that Duy 
American farm goods, establish 
a one-year pilot programme 
under which the government 
would auction off import licen- 
ces and create a spe^ quota for 
foreign-made silk nickties. 

Reagan vetoed a similar 
measure in 1985, and the House 


was unable to muster the votes 
needed to override. Critics of the 
legislation say they are com- 
pletely confident thm will be no 
overnde this time, dther. 

“I think it will be sustained,” 
said Congressman Sam Gib- 
bons, a D^ocrat who is chair- 
man of the House Ways and 
Means Committee’s Trade Sub- 
commit tee and one of the fiercest 
critics of the legislation. 

“It's a lousy, stinking bill that 
we've voted on five times 
already,” Gibbons said by tele- 
phone last sight. “It's a lousy, 
stinking piece of selfish econ- 
omics.” 

'Alfve 

He said the bill is being kept 
alive by “a lob^ that lives on the 
myth that foreign competition is 
driving them out of business.” 

Sponsors of the measure point 


toa )7percent growth in imports 
ainee the Start of the decade and 
add that the rituation is getting 
worse. They say 29,000 joK were 
lost in the textile and apparel 
industries last year, while textile 
producers' earnings sank 12 per 
cent in the first quarter of 1988. 

Opponents say the industry 
already is heavily protected

Arco Dubai to launch new 
drilling programme

ABU DHABI. Oct 4. (KUNA): 
Arco Dubai Inc. plans to start 
drillingin a newstructurein a 600 
square kilometre Dubai conces- 
sion it shares with British 
Petroleum (BP). Khaleej Times 
newspaper reported on Monday. 

The Dubai-based paper said 
the new well, to be spud before 
year end, will not be far from the 
Margham field producing con- 
densates. 

The paper quoted Cotton L. . 
Galloway, vice-president hnd 
residenimatiagerof Arco Dubai, 
as saying that the Dubai govern- 
ment was being approached for 
approval. 

The new drilling acquires u 
considerable significance since it 
will be testing a new geolo^cal 
concept. If the drilling tracks 
down hydrocarbons in the new 
location, it will be a major 
development for other emirates 
such as Sharjah, Ajman, Umm 
AI Qaiwain and even Abu Dhabi, 
Galloway said. 

Arco brought the Margham 
field into operation, with exports 
beginning in 1984. Margham hos^ 
15 production wells. 

Galloway said he hopes that 
future drilling plans will depend 


on the results of the new well If 
the findins are positive, “weean 
do a lot of wells,” he was quoted 
by Khaleej Times as saying. 

A number of studies such as 
reprocessing of old seismic data, 
new surveys, data trade with the 
neighbouring operators and 
induction of new technologies 
are under way to help chart a 
drilling schedule for the new 
year. 

“Weareatpresent heavily into 
seismicand grological data inter- 
pretation, and a number of 
things are likely to give us a 
lead,” he said. But the geology is 
really complicated in parts of 
Dul^. 

Geologists feel that some 
major mountain building and 
erosion episodes have occurred 
in the re^on due to the drift of 
tectonic plates during the past 
100 million years. Ine moun- 
tains may have disappeared and 
the eroded materials may prove 
lo be oil-bearing. 

“We are loolung for the loca- 
tions where the hydrocarbon 
reservoirs might have formed. 
But theexerciseis like looking for 
a needle in the haystack,” Gall- 
oway told the paper.

The British government's 
request to the Kuwait Invest- 
ment Office (KIO) to reduce its 
stake in Briti^ Petroleum to 9.9 
per cent from the 21.6 per cent it 
currently holds over the next 12 
months also hit market sen- 
timent. defers said. 

The market is concerned 
about the volume of BP stock 
which could be released onto the 
market following Britian's 
decision. 

BP fell 2p to 235 on volume of 
over 14 million shares. Analysts 
said a large block of BP shares 
coming onto the market could be 
expected to trade significantly 
' below the current price. 

BP said it welcomed the British 
government decisioii, saying the 
. prime issue was now the orderly 
disposal of the shares. The KIO 
said it was extreme^ dissatisfied 
vrith the way the UKMonopolies 
Commisison reached its de^on 
on Kuwait's stake. 


SEOUL, South Korea. Oct 4, 
(AP): Presideni Roh Tae-Woo 
said today South Korea's per 
capita gross national product 
(GNP) will double to S6,(X)0 US 
by 1992, 'pushiiig the Asian coun- 
try into Uie ranks of the world's 
advanced nations. 

Roh also said South Korea is 
ready to expand trade and other 
ties with the Soviet Union and 
other communist nations and 
partidpate in the development of 
Siberia. 

The South Korean President 
made the points in a speech seek- 
ing parliament^ approval for a 
budget ofS27 billion, up 10.9per 
cent from this year. 

Rob's one-hour speech to the 
National Assembly covered 
economic and poBti^ goals the 
President will pursue during his 
present single five-year term, 
which ends in 1992. 

“On the strength of the rising 
intemationai reputation of the 
nation owing to the Seoul Olym- 
pics, as well as of our growing 
economic power, 1 am confident 
that I will be able to ensgre that 
Korea can join the ranks of the 


advanedJ members of the inter- 
national communii> durini: my 
term of ofilce," he said . 

South Korea's exports arc 
expected to grow from S47.3 
biUion last year to S90 billion in 
1992, making it one of the ID 
largest trading nations in the 
world, he said.' 

The rapidly increasing export> 
will stimulate the South Korean 
economy to grow at lea.^i 8 per 
cent a year, he said. 

South Korea’s CNF. 
estimated at SI ISbillionlasiycar 
and expected to reach SI 45 
billion this year, will further 
increase to S250 billion in 1992, 
pushing the nation's per capita 
GNP to the S6.000 mark, he stiid. 

Projection 

GNP is a broad measurement 
of a country's total output of 
goods ai^ services. 

Owing to continuing tradeand 
current account surpluses. South 
Korea, which has long been a 
debtor nation, will become a 
creditor nation in three years, he 
. said. 

South Korea's current 


account surplus stood at 59.7H 
billion la&tyearandisexpectcdio 
reach S 1 2 billion this year, accor- 
ding to government estimates. 

Roh also said his govenuneni 

will be able lo bold i^ation to 7 
per cent this year, 2 percenta ge 
{Mints above ^ original projec- 
tions and take actions to further 
liberalise imports for a more 
balanced trade with the United 
States and other countries. 

While stressing the need for 
strengthened relations with the 
Unii^ States. Japan and the 
European Economic Commun- 
ity. which absorb 70 per cent of 
South Korea's ex|>ons, Roh said 
his country will also try to 
e.xpand linb with the ^viet 
Union and other communist 
nations. 

He especially welcomed a 
recent statement by Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev which 
indicated Moscow's willingness 
lo broaden economic contact 
Miih South Korea. South Korea 
has trade links with China and 
trade offices with Hungary and 
Yugoslavia. 


Bank of France co-ordinates 
rescue of AI Saudi Banque 


PARIS, Oct 4, (Reuter); The 
^nk of France has co-ordinated 
the rescue of a Paris-based bank 
vriiich has Middle East coimec- 
dons, AI Saudi Banque SA. after 
it lost around two l^on francs 
($315 million), the French Cen- 
tral Bank said today. 

It said in a statement the two 
billion franc figure included loss 
fix>m both private and country 
lending, but it gave no details. 

The statement said the Saudi 
Arabian group Hariri, the main 
shareholder of Dutch-based AI 
Saudi Bank Holding NV which 
in turn had held a 99.9 per cent 
stake in the Paris bank, had injec- 
ted funds into it, but did not ^ve 
tfaeamounL 

Funds 

It said Banque Indosuez, a uni t 
of pm^gme Hnaodere De 
Suez of France, also put in funds' 
and would help manage AI Saudi 
Banque. 

A banking source said 
Indosuez injected funds via AI 
Bank AI Saudi AI Fransi, in 
which it has a 40-per-oent stake 


and which will now take 42.5 per 
cent of AI Saudi Banque. Hariri 
would also have 42.50 per cent, 
the source added. 

Outlines of the rescue were set- 
tled at the Central Bank on Mon- 
day night after several meetings, 
a Bank of France spokesman 
said. 

He said 44 French-based 
creditor hanks had backed the 
operation which would allow AI 
&udi to continue its activities. 

“Creditors which are not 
based in France will not lose in 
this affair and their debts will be 
honoured,” the spokesman 
added. He declined to detail the 
foreign creditors involved. 

Rnandng 

. The banking source said the 
final 15 per cent of AI Saudi 
would be held by Batif Banque, a 
unit of the French state-owned 
defence and electronics group 
Thomson SA, which exports 
heavily to the Middle East. 

Officials were not immediately 
available for comment at either 
Batif or Thomson. 


The Frendi Centra! Bank’s 
statement today said: “Follow- 
ing meetings held at the Bank of 
France a nd aimed at supplemen- 
ting the necessary financing, an 
agreement was reached on the 
contribution of resident creditor 
banks and the whole banking 
community in Paris to the rescue 
operation.” 

An official at the French Ban- 
king Association said the Bank 
of France was empowered under 
the 1 984 banking law to summon 
all French-based banks to par- 
ticipate in such a rescue opera- 
tion. 

Another official banking 
source said 101 non-French- 
based banks were involved with 
AJ Saudi and would not be 
required to provide funds under 
the rescue package. 

No official or private banking 
sources were able lo say whether 
M Saudi debts would be written 
off or re{)aid over an extended 
period. Nor could they give the 
exact breakdowns of which 
banks provided what funds. 


Fogs clear but tough decisions 
remain In opening world trade 




ISLAMABAD, Oct 4, (Reuter): 
Fogs were pretty much wrapped 
up, safegus^ and tariffs looked 
aU ri^t, services made progress 
but trips remain tough issues and 
the chances of an “early harvest” 
on AG look bleak. 

In the jargon of international 
trade tall^ toat adds up to so far 
so good. But if the goal of smash- 
ing down barriers to worid trade 
is to be achieved, a lot of hard 
work lies ahead. 

After three days of mfonnal 
talks, ministers from 26 indus- 
tri^ and developing nations were . 
optimistic they had cleared the 
way for big progress at a major 
trade ministers* conference in 
Montreal in December. 

Talks 

Pakistan Finance Minister 
Mahbubul Haq, drairman at the 
talks, was conJSdent after th^ 
ended on Monday of a deal in 
Montreal on opewig up world 
markets to a core list of tropical 
products from next year. 

Lifting the veil on fogs — the 
fiinctioiung of the GATT system 
— be said there wide consen- 

sus on bow to ensuie the Gmeral 
A^eement on Tariffs and Trade 
d^ its job of r^iulating com- 
merce better. 

Ministers screed that tariffs 
should be cut across the.board by 
up to 30 per cent and the United 
States surprised delegates by sug 


gestjng the abolition of all 
barriers to experts from the very 
poorest countries. 

But the two major issues of AG 
— agriculture and trade related 
intellectual property safeguards, 
or trips, remam almost as far 
from resolution as ever, said min- 
isters. 

Reforming food sup{>ort and 
export subsidies out ofthe world 
true system is the US objective, 
but the Euro{>ean ' Economic 
Communjty appears equally 
detemuned to retmn support fbr 
its farmers. 

In the code languageof GATT 
talks, proponents of an end to all 
subsidies talk of an “early 
harvest". Their opponents see 
Montreal as merely a “mid-term 
review” of the issues. 

The gap was illustrated by the 
public pronouncements of the 
two main players — US Trade 
Representative Clayton Yeutter 
and the Euro{>ean Economic 
Community's trade negotiator. 
Willy de Qeicq. 

“Itseemsto ustbeCommunity 
is thinking small on the issue,” 
said Yeutter. “ fhe Community 
is contemplating minor changes 
tluit will make a modest con- 
tribution to long-term reform 
but we have in mind something of 
far greater magnitude.” 

Brussels has made great efforts 
to ai^ust its massively expensive 


system of farm support, said De 
Clercq. and should not be cast as 
the villain. 

“If ihf. US tries to force the 
issue we will be beading for trou- 
ble and I do not see any solu- 
tion." 

Ministers and officials said 
privately that Europe had 
walked into an ambush on its i 
farm policy, and the 12-nation 
Community must now come up 
with something before Mon- 
treal. 

Closing of positions between 
the United States and the 14- 
naiion Cairns Group of Coun- 
tries, led by Australia, bad leff 
the Coiimiunity isolated, they 
said. 

Yeutter s-iid Washington was 
determined .o stamp out piracy 
of intellectual property, swh as 
illegal copying of music and 
video taptt and theft of indus- 
trial secrets. 

Unlike many other issues in 
the current round of GATT 
negotiations, intellectual 
property’ arguments largely 
divide along North-South lines. 

Developing nations ackn- 
owledge tne need for action but 
say they have to be sure tb^ do 
not haiid multinational corpora- 
tions permanent monopolies on . v* 
techflology and stifle their ' 
advancement, said one Asian 
delegate. 


Turkish inflation soars above 80pc 


ANKARA, Oct 4, (Reuter): 
Turkey reported today that its 
inflation rate soared to an annual 
81.8 per cent in September, 
prompting calls by bankers for 
S|>eedy action to bring it under 
control. 

The State Statistics Institute 
said retail prices rose 4.8 per cent 
last month, following increases 
of 3.4 cent in August and 2.9 

per cent in September last year. 

Tlie annual rate, com|>ared 
with 39.7 p^.cent in September 
1 987, is thehi^iest sincej^t after 
the 1980 Army coup which cru- 
shed political violet triggered 
{Tartly by economic woes and 101 
percent inflation. 

Fall 

Inflation and a sharp fall in the 
Turkish lira have caused wide- 
spread 'discontent and were 
behind Prime Minister Turgut 
Ozal's decisive defeat in a con-, 
stitutional referendum last 
month. 

“At this stage tire government 
has to be very r^lute on the 
tight monetaiy (xrlicies. Rscal 


measures such as improving lax 
Mlleclioo are also needed but are 
insufficient by themselves,” a 
seniorTurkishbankersaid. . 

Another banker, Vural 
Akisik, general manager of 
Istanbul's Turk Merchant ^nk 
A.S.. told Reuters: “The rise in 
domestic borrowing is an imixTr- 
tant problem and public sector 
revenues should be increased to 
curb the budget deficit and infla- 
tion.” 

Deficit 

The budget deficit rose to 
1 ,7 1 1 Inllionlira (SI .02 billion) in 
the first seven months of 1988, 
co^ared with 651.7 billion 
(S38y mflhon) in January-July 
lastyear. 

^al, a conservative who came 
toofficein 1983 after three years 
of army rule, said last week no big 
operation to curb inflation was 
•planned. He offered only fine 
tuning. 

Two thirds of the electorate

The ABC of dental care

IN a dilapidated backstreet in 
Peldn|, a frail old woman sits 
alone m a cramped apartment 
under a portrait of PU Yi, the 
last Chinese emperor, who 
ruled almost half the world's 
population before bring over- 
thrown by the turmoil of the 
early 20th century. 

Li Shuhsien. 63, the widow 
and fifth wife of Hie Son of 
Heaven, who ascended to the 
Dragon Throne in 1M8 and 
end^ up as a gardener after the 
communist revolution, has 
been living in obscurity for 
many years. But now is 
cau^tupinawaveof nostalgia 
for China's imperialist past. 

Thousands are queueing to 
see The Last Emperor the film 
that portrays the life and 
extraordinary times of her hus- 
band, who died in 1967. The 
Chinese have become fascin- 
ated with their pre-Fevolution 
past, enveloped for so long in a 
fog ofMarxist revisionism. 

Li is quietly sailed by the 
attention lieing larislied on Pu 
Yi's memory. But she is dis- 
satisfied with the accuracy of 
parts of Bernardo Bertolucd's 
film. 

Her husband, she says, was 
impotent all his life. And she 
added that Mao Tse-tiing, for 
all bis ^alitarian zeal, was so 
awed by the fonner emperor 
that he invited him to dinner at 
Zhongnanhai, China's 
Kremum, wiiSfi^Tti Yi was 
released from prison in 1959. 

Mao orders Chou En-lai, 
the premier, to take personal 
responsibility for Pu Yi. The 
result was that Chou arranged 
for him to be transferred from 
transplanting seedlings b the

Botanical Gardens in Peking to 
a comfortable job as a his- 
torical researcher. He also had 
him moved from his single 
room in a worker's hostel to a 
spacious 10-room bouse. 

Chou was himself the 
revolutionary orfspring of an 
aristocratic family and was fas- 
cinated with Pu Y I’s ideolo^cal 
voIte-facc. The leadership's 
concern with Pu Yi was not 
merely sentimental; it saw the 
propaganda value of making 
the emperor a model commun- 
ist. Every Chinese new year. 
Choi invited the former Lord of 
Ten Thousand Tears to his 
house for dinner. 

He also arrange for special 
treatment for his impotence 
and even found him a wife. Li 
Shuhsien, a nurse 20 years his 
junior, was iheelevenlh woman 
to whom Pu Yi was introduced 
m 1962. 

“People told him he shoul- 
dn't be so picky because he 
wasn't an emperor anymore," 
she said. Th^ married three 
months later, but Pu Yi's 
impotence remained and he 
was unable to father the chil- 
dren be had always wanted. 

She says sow that Pu Yi 
opened up sparkling new 
horizons for her. He took her 
out most nights, to the opera or 
to dance at the cultural work- 


ers' club. He confided to her 
that his previous marriages 
were all erranged and were 
devoid of the love he had found i 
with Li. “He told me that with 
me he found the warmth of a 
family which he hud never 
known, growing up as a distant 
god revered by everyone 
around him,” she said. 

This account contrasts with 
those of outsiders, who said 
that Li was a shrew who nagged 
him mercilessly. 

The interest felt by Mao, 
(Thou and other leaders has now 
found an echo across China as 
people have become fascinated 
by the Bertolucci film. Chinese 
television is shoeing a rival 
account ofhislife, and critidsm 
of The Last Emperor is plen- 
tiful. 

But, beneath it all, the film 
appeals to a burgeoning 
interest in traditions that Mao 
unsuccessfully tried to stamp 
out. One of Li's most painfixl 
memories is of the lime Mao's 
Red Guards ransacked her 
house during the Cultural 
Revolution in the late 1960s to 
remove anything that smacked 
the “four olds": old ideas, old 
customs, old haUts and old cul- 
ture. 

And as Pu Yi lay dying of 
cancer in hospital, the Red 
Guards forced his removal 
from a private room to a public 
ward, where painkilling injec- 
tions ceased. 

But Li said her husband had 
a humble altitude to the ruling 
communists. One of his most 
valuable possessions had been 
a photo^ph of himself and 
Mao taken at their dinner 
which showed them both grin- 
nmg broadly. The photo, like 
so many of China's past, was 
destroyed during the Cultural 
Revolution.

To understand why you 
should care for your teeth you 
have to understand exactly how 
leeih decay and other dental 
problems start. They are direc- 
tly connected to your diet. 

Sugar is the t^ief enemy of 
teeth, it causes an acid to form 
in the mouth which may only 


take seconds to appear but 
takes at least 20 minutes to dis- 
appear. This add attacks the 
enamel on the teeth cauring 
them to decay. 

Frequency of sugar intake 
'causes problems rather than 
the total amount, as taking 
' small sugary snacks contin- 
uously throughlout the day 
keeps the teeth bathed in acid 
most of the lime. This is 
especially harmful to children's 
teeth which are softer and more 
vulnerable than adults. 

To improve the chances your 
teeth have of surviving past 
middle age, you have to cut 
down on sugar in all its forms 
— not just the sugar you can 
physically see and wluch you 
pul in your lea or on your 
cereal. Cakes, biscuits, sweets, 
jams, soft drinks and a lot of 
conveoieoce foods contain far 
more sugar than you need. 

if you'find that you can't cut 
out sweet foods altogether, try 
to contain your consumption 
of them 10 meal times. By doing 
this you are eating sw^ things 
only once or twice a day and not 
throughout the day. 

This applies to the children 
too. instead of buying them 
sweets while at the shops let 
them look forward to a treat 
after their evening meal. And 
follow it with a piece of fruit or 
an instruction to clean their 
teeth. 


Another wa)' tocareforyour 
family's teeth is to cut down on 
the sugar you use while cook- 
ing. Most recipes suggest that 
you use a lot more sugar than 
vou actually need, ^ere a. 
recipe says eight ounces (200g), 
tiy using four for a change. In 
no time' at all your palate will 
have adjusted to less sugar in 
cveiything you eat until it gets 
to the stage where you bate 
things that are sweet.

dietis the first way to tidp your 
teeth, dental hy^ene comes a 
close second. This means 
devoting time to your teeth 
everyday to see- that they are 
cleaned thoroughly and that 
every trace of plaque has been 
removed? 

Start off your new plan of 
action with a good hard look at 
your tootht^h. Squashed, 
splayed out bristles are useless 
when it comes to cleaning your 
teeth because you think you are 
doing the job when nothing is 
happening at all. 

On the other hand if your 
brush is still in perfect condi- 
tion after a year you are. 
obviously not using it enough. 
Care, not force is what gels 
teeth clean! • 

^oose a brush that has bris- 
tles of several lengths — they 
are far better at reaching the' 
different levels of your teeth 
which are not flat to start with. 
Nylon bristles with round 
heads are the type dentists 
recommend, not natural bristle 
which is inclined to be too soft. 

Choose medium bristles, if 
they are too hard you can 
scratch the gum but if they are 
too soft, not enough plaq ue will 
be removed. Makesuieihattbe 
head of the brush is not too 
large for your mouth or it will 
not reach the awkward corners. 
A tiny interspace brush is useful 


in addition to your normal 
bnirii for just titis reason. 

Last thing at night is proba- 
bly the best time to work on 
your teeth because you won’t 
have a bus to catch or children 
to get off to school. One good 
demiing a day is far better for 
your teeth than three super- 
ficial brushings. 

Start with your brush and 
usual toothpaste, spending 
time wo rking over the entire 
mouth and paying attention to 
the gum margins, backS of the 
teeth, behind and between the 
back teeth and molars. Try to 
remember not to wet your 
brush before you start It only 
softens the bristles and reduces 
their effectiveness. 

Use only a tiny amount of 
toothpaste. Mamuacturers are 
inclined to run advertisements 
showing people spreading 
toothpaste from one end of the 
brush to the other. This creates 
an excess of foam which means 
that the bnish is only sliding 
around your teeth and not 
actually cleaning them. 

Next use an intenspace brush 
to work at the crevices and dif- 
ficult spots. Do both the front 
and .back of each tooth. Use 
dental floss to remove the 
plaque between the teeth but be 
careM — it can cause gum 
damage if used too roughly. 

After giving- yourself- the 


works in this way for about a 
week, buy some plaque reveal- 
ing tablets to test how well you 
are doing. These are harmless 
temporary dyes which slain the 
plaque so that you can see exac- 
tiy where it is. 

Ifyou use them several times 
a month you will be able to see , 
how you are improving. your; 
brushing tedmique. 

Plaque is made up ofbacteria 
which builds up on the teeth, 
particularly around the gum 
margin. These bacteria find the 
warm wet conditions of the 
mouth ideal for prolific 
growth. 

It is recognised by a furry 
feeling on the teeth, most 
noticable early in the morning. 
Incidentally, bacteria can grow 
on the tongue as well as on the 
teeth so it too could benefit 
from a stimulating brushing 
every now and then. If bacteria 
is not removed it causes tooth 
decay or gum disease. 

If the bacteria In plaque is left 
on the teeth for any time it 
reacts with any food eaten to 
form the harmful acid that des- 
troys tooth enamel. Gum dis- 
ease is caused in a similar way. 

If plaque if left on the teeth it 
will harden or calcify, penetral- 
ia the gum, causinginflamraa- 
tion bleeding and even 
causing the gum to recede in 
some cases. 

The first symptoms of gum 
disease are a slight reddening of 
the gums and bleeding when 
you nnish your teeth or bite 
something hard. Eventually the 
bone structure that holds the 
teeth in the jaw is affected caus- 
ing teeth to fall out. 

Eating the right food and 
deaning your teeth properly 
are two of the three ways to 
ensure that your t^ih remain 
bright, gleaming and your own 
until you are 95. The third way 
is the twice-yearly visit to the 
dentist. It is necessary if you 
want to catch small cavities in 
time to prevent them from 
growing into fully-fledged jaw- 
breaking toothaches. 

Make an appointment now 
to vist your dentist and while 
you are there tell him to contact 
you in six months 'time to 
remind you when your next 
visit is due!

FOR elderly but otherwise 
healthy women, the fragility of 
their bones is a constant and 
sometimes life-threatening 
danger. It is well known that 
after the menopause a woman’s 
bones begin to deteriorate shar- 
ply, losing mass and strength. 

Now two researchers from 
Pennsylvania State University 
have eridence that the severity 
ofbone loss in later life is mos- 
tly determined by skeletal 
development during a girl’s 
teenage years, and are hoping 
to come up with recommenda- 
tions for diet and exercise 
which will minimize the 
hazards of old age. 

Menopause 

Bones are not stable, but are 
constantly being broken down 
and rebuilt throughout a per- 
son's life in a continuous cycle 
of loss and regeneration. In 
women, the ability of the body 
to remake sound bones is 
closely linked to the level. of 
oestrogen, the female sex hor- 
mone. 

After the menopause the oes- 
trogen level falls, and the body • 


loses much of its ability to 
counteract gradual bone loss, 
which continues as before. 

This phenomenon, osteo- 
porosis, IS sigrialled by a gen- 
eral deterioration and greater 
fragility of the bones. 

Hard exercise and a low-fat 
high-fibre diet - both tend to 
reduce oestrogen levels, and 
can lead to menstrual 
irregularity. As an extreme 
example, some female 
marathon runners suffer from 
amenorrhoea. 

The teenage gymnasts who 
dominate the Olympics often 
begin menstruating late, and 
are irregular once they start. 

But marathon runners and 
teenage gymnasts are hardly a 
large or representative sample 
of women. A study conducted 
by Dr Tom LIctyd and Dr James 
Buchanan of Pennsylvania 
State Univeisity, published in 
the Journal of Obstetrics and 
Gynaecology, set out to look 
for relationships between diet, 
exercise, oestrogen level (as 
measured by menstrual 
regularity) and bone density in 
young women. 

' Lloyd and Buchanan com- 
pared young women who did

«not e.xerdse with college aih- 
■Icics who ran, cycled or look 
aerobic classes regularly. For 
both athletes and non-athletes 
in their teens, those who miss^ 
one third or more of their 
periods had measurably lower 
bone density. 

in previous research. Lloyd, 
Buchanan and others found 
(hat bone density is highest in 
women before they reach 20, 
and begins to fall off after- 
wards, so girls who are 
irregular in their teens are more 
likely to suffer from 
osteoporosis much later on in 
life. 

Among athletic women, the 
picture is not yet clear. For 
those who menstruate 
regularly, exercise is a benefit, 
and the athletes had a higher 
bone density. But a woman 
who e.xercises enough to cause 
menstrual irregularity usually 
has lower bone density than 
someone who docs not exercise. 

Exercise 

The amount of exercise that 
triggers menstrual irregularity 
varies enormously. In a group 
of 1 0 women who run 20 miles a 
week, two might become 
irregular, but another two 
might be capable of running 
100 miles with no problems. 

The inlluence of diet adds 
further complications. For 
reasons not understood, 
dietary fibre lends to reduce the 
oestrogen level, while fat raises 
it. A high-fibre. low-fat diet is 
undoubtedly good for helping 
to prevent heart disease and 
breast cancer, but may be bad 
for one's bones. 

Lloyd and Buchanan are 
continuing their study, hoping 
to find ways of determining a 
sensible and healthy combina- 
tion of diet and exercise. From 
the results they have now, 
Lloyd says that swimming 
looks like a good choice, 
because it develops bodily 
strength but, unlike long-dis- 
tance running, encourages a 
sensible proportion ofbody fat, 
which is good for the oestrogen 
balance. 

Lloyd also emphasizes that 
women older than 20 sh:.'uld 
not be discouraged into think- 
ing the course of their old age is 
already fixed.

Johnson, who denies ever tak- 
ing banned drugs, was to make a 
statement in Toronto late this 
aAemoon. 

The Jamaican-born sprinter 
had to give up his 1 00-melre dash 
gold medal and leA the Games in 
disgrace after tests found traces 
of the banned drug stanozolol in 
his urine.

The West German magazine 
Stem, which interviewed John- 
son shortly after he returned to 
Canada last week following his 
sensational expulsion from the 
Seoul Olympics, said be wavered 
between despondency and 
defiance over his turn in fortune. 

But later, Johnson again rejec- 
ted the Olympic testing 
laboratory's Ending that he took 
an anabolic steroid to improve 
his performance and said he was 
determined to restore his reputa- 
tion.
